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ACT OF INCORPORATION. 


P.ESOLUTION Incorporating the General Convention of the Baptist 

Churches in the State of Connecticut and Vicinity Passed 

May, 1824. 

Resolved by this Asse7nbly : — That Asa Wilcox, Jonathan Goodwin, 
Augustus Bolles, Joseph B. Gilbert, Robert Francis, Elisha Cushman, 
Roswell Burrows, Oliver Wilson. John Turney, Jeremiah Brown, Clau- 
dius L. Collins, Rufus Babcock, Wm. H. Manning, and Wm. Quiner, 
and their associates, be, and they are hereby made and constituted a 
body politic and corporate, by the name of the Ge 7 ieral Co 7 ive 7 ttio 7 i of 
the Baptist Churches of CoTiTiecticut a 7 id Vicinity, and by that name 
they and their successors shall and may have perpetual succession , shall 
be capable of suing and being sued, plead and being impleaded, in all 
suits of what nature soever, may have a common seal, and the saftie 
alter or change at pleasure; and may also have, purchase,- receive, hold, 
and convey away estate, real, personal, or mixed, the annual income of 
which shall not exceed three thousand dollars. Provided that said in- 
come, whatever may be the amount thereof, be annually expended and 
appropriated to the purposes designated in said petition. 

Said Convention may from time to time, elect a president and such 
other officers and agents as they may find necessary or convenient; may 
make by-laws respecting the number, qualifications, and duties of their 
officers and members, prescribe the mode of election, and admission of 
members, the time, place, and manner of holding their meetings; the 
number necessary to form a quorum, and all other by-laws qnd regula- 
tions the said Convention may deem necessary for the government and 
due regulation of its concerns, to promote and secure the essential ob- 
jects of said Convention as expressed in their constitution, not repug- 
nant to the laws of this State or of the United States. 

The first meeting of said Convention shall be holden at the Baptist 
Meeting House in the city of Middletown, in the county of Middlesex, on 
thesecond Wednesday of June, A. D. 1824, at nine o’clock in the forenoon. 

This act of incorporation, or any part thereof, may be altered, 
amended, or repealed, at the pleasure of the General Assembly. 

Resolved by this' — That said corporation be hereafter 

called and known by the name of '^The Connecticut Baptist Con- 
vention." 

Resolve in Alteration, Passed June 15, 1899. 

Resolved by this AsseTnMy : — That the corporation known by the 
name of The Connecticut Baptist Convention, duly incorporated by the 
General Assembly of this sffite. May session, 1824, may hereafter have, 
purchase, receive, hold, and convey estate, real, personal, or mixed, the 
annual income of which shall not exceed twentv.-five thousand dollars. 


CONSTITUTION OF CONVENTION. 


Article I. The name of this body shall be The Connecticut Bap- 
tist Convention. 

Article II. The object of this Convention shall be to promote the 
preaching of the G'ospel, and the organization and maintenance of Bap- 
tist Churches and Sunday-schools in the State of Connecticut, 

Article III. This Convention shall consist of delegates from the 
Baptist Churches in Connecticut, of the same faith and order as the pres- 
ent associated Baptist Churches. Each of such churches as shall have 
contributed to the funds of the Convention during the year last preced- 
ing the annual meeting, may be represented by its pastor and one dele- 
gate for every one hundred and fraction of one hundied resident mem- 
bers, provided that no church shall be entitled to more than five delegates 
besides its pastor. Every church having one or more schools connected 
therewith may elect and send an additional delegate to represent each 
such school. 

Article TV The officers of the Convention shall be a President, 
two Vice-Presidents, Secretary, Treasurer, and Auditor, all of whom 
shall be elected annually by ballot, and whose duties shall be specified 
in by-laws adopted by the Convention. 

Acticle V. There shall be a Board of Trustees, not exceeding 
thirty-nine (39) in number, one-third of whom, after the first election, 
shall be chosen annually by ballot. At the first election they shall be 
chosen in classes of one, two, and three years. At least one-third of the 
trustees shall be laymen. The Trustees, together with the officers of 
the Convention, shall constitute a Board of Management, in which shall 
be vested all the privileges and authority of the Convention when the 
Convention is not in session. The duties of the Board of Trustees shall 
be specified in by-laws adopted by the Convention. 

Article VI, The Constitution may be altered or amended by a 
two-thirds vote of all the delegates present at any annual meeting, after 
one year’s previous notice. < 

BY-LAWS FOR GOVERNMENT OF THE MEETINGS OF THE 

CONVENTION. 

I. The Convention shall meet on Tuesday preceding the third 
Wednesday in October, at 10 o’clock and the morning shall be de- 

voted to the transaction of business in the following order; 

1. Calling to order. 

2. Reading of the Scriptures and Prayer. 

3. Address of the President. 

4. Calling Roll of Delegates 
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STATE CONVENTION. 


5. Report of Trustees. 

6. Report of Treasurer. 

7. Election of Officers. 

Tuesday afternoon and evening shall be devoted to the mission work 
of the Convention. Reports shall be heard from the Superintendent of 
Missions, from the Committee on the State of the Churches, and from 
the Committee on Sunday-schools, together with addresses upon these 
interests. The annual sermon, if any be provided, shall be preached at 
such hour as Committee of Arrangements shall decide. Wednesday 
morning the Connecticut Baptist Education Society will hold its annual 
session. Wednesday afternoon shall be devoted to reports of commit- 
tees and to miscellaneous business. 

2. The President shall appoint all committees unless otherwise 

ordered. Standing committees shall be appointed as follows: (i) On 

Arrangements for Next Year. (2) On Sunday-Schools. (3) On Obitu- 
aries. (4) On New Churches. (5) On Temperance. (6) On State of 
the Churches. (7 ) On Home and Foreign Mission Work ; and such other 
committees as may be deemed necessary or expedient. 

3. The Committee of Arrangements shall endeavor to provide that 
the meetings of the Woman s Missionary Societies may not be held dur- 
ing the hours the Convention is in session. The annual reports of their 
meetings may be read in open meetings of the Convention, and by the 
vote of the Convention may be spread upon the minutes. 

4. No objects other than those provided for by the Constitution 
shall be presented at the annual meeting, unless by the unanimous con- 
sent of the Convention. 

5. The proceedings of the Convention shall be regulated by the 
ordinary rules governing deliberate assemblies. 

6. The minutes shall be read and approved before the adjournment 

of the Convention, 

BY-LAWS OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES 

1. The Board of Trustees shall hold three meetings during the year ; 
one ipimediately after the session of the Convention, one in the month 
of April, and one on the day preceding the next meeting of the Conven- 
tion. Other meetings may be called by the Secretary at the request of 
the President, or five members of the Board. 

2. The President of the Convention shall preside at all meetings 
of the Board; in his absence the First Vice-President shall preside , in 
the absence of President and First Vice-President, the Second Vice 
President shall preside; and in the absence of all three the Board shall 
choose a President tern. The Secretary shall be ex officio Secretary 
of the Board. 

3. At the first meeting of the Board each year, it shall elect from 
its members an Executive Committee of fifteen (15). including the Presi- 
dent, the two Vice-Presidents, Treasurer, Secretary, and Auditor. It 
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shall also appoint a Finance Committee of three. It may appoint other 
committees if deemed expedient. 

4. At a meeting of the Board in October, the Board of Trustees 
may appoint a Superintendent of Missions, who shall have the general 
oversight of the work of the Convention under the direction of the Board 
or of its Executive Committee. The salary of the Superintendent shall 
be fixed by the Board, and his year of service shall be from the time of 
his appointment till the next subsequent meeting of the Convention. 

5. The Board may, at any of its regular meetings, appoint such 
missionary or missionaries, for evangelistic work within the state, and 
for such terms of service as it rnay deem expedient. 

6. The Board shall have power to provide means for raising funds 
for the Convention ; also to dispose of said funds according to the pro- 
visions of the Charter and the Constitution. 

7. The Board of Trustees, immediately after the adjournment of 
the Convention, shall, through its Secretary, send to each church and 
pastor in the state, a printed circular, setting forth the number of mis- 
sionaries appointed by the Convention, the amount of money required to 
meet the yearly expenditure, together with the approximate amount 
each church should contribute. 

3 . All appropriations in aid of churches and for payment of mis- 
sionaries shall be made by the Board in accordance with the regulations 
laid down in the by-laws. 

9. The Board shall make report of all its transactions to the Con- 
vention at its annual meeting. 

The Executive Com:^ittee. 

1. The Executive Committee shall meet at least four times during 
the year in the months of October, January, April, and July, and at any 
other time at the call of the President and Secretary. They shall con- 
sider and report upon all applications for aid. When the Board is not 
in session its authority shall vest in the Executive Committee, but no 
contract or agreement made by the Executive Committee shall remain 
in force beyond the time of the next ensuing meeting of the Board of 
Trustees unless approved by the Board, except in such cases as have 
been referred to the Executive Committee for final action. 

2. The Executive Committee shall make full report of all its trans- 
actions to the next ensuing meeting of the Board of Trustees. 

Duties of Officers and Finance Committee. 

1. The President shall preside at all meetings of the Convention, of 
the Board of Trustees, and of the Executive Committee. 

2. The Vice-Presidents shall perform the duties of the President 
during his absence. 

3. The Treasurer shall have charge of the funds of the Convention. 
He shall be the custodian of the securities of the Convention, and shall 
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keep a careful record of all permanent, conditional, and special trust 
funds, with a brief statement of the conditions under which they 
are held and the particulars concerning their investment. He shall keep 
each class of funds separate and distinct from every other, and from the 
several funds of the Convention.. He shall prepare a monthly statement 
of the condition of the treasury and submit the same to the Executive 
Committee through the Secretary. He shall execute all financial docu- 
ments, and when necessary, affix thereto the seal of the Convention un- 
less the Board of Trustees shall otherwise specifically direct. He shall 
make payments out of the treasury only Upon the written order of the 
Secretary. Whenever required by the Executive Committee he shall 
give bonds to such an amount as they may direct. 

4. The Secretary shall keep a faithful record of all the meetings of 
the Convention, of the Board of Trustees, and of the Executive Com- 
mittees. The quarterly reports of the churches aided by the Convention, 
and of the missionaries employed, shall be made to the Board through 
him. and he shall prepare, for each meeting of the Board and of its Ex- 
ecutive Committee, a statement of the business which .needs to be 
brought before it. He shall draw orders on the treasury only as author- 
ized by the Board of Trustees or its Executive Committee. 

5. The Auditor shall audit the accounts of the Treasurer and make 
a report thereof to the Convention once a year, and each quarter if 
required by the Board. 

6. The Finance Committee shall have charge of, and approve by 
their signature, the investment of all the trust funds of the Convention 
subject to the approval of the Executive Committee. They may require 
of the Treasurer, statements of all transactions relating to trust funds, 
and of current receipts and expenditures whenever they deem it neces- 
sary. They may authorize the temporary transfer by the Treasurer of 
the funds of the Convention from one class to another whenever they 
may deem it necessary. They may, with the Secretary, direct the pay- 
ment of amounts, not exceeding fifty dollars, in exigencies that cannot 
await the action of the Board of Trustees or of its Executive Committee. 
Under no circumstances shall any of the funds of the Convention be 
loaned to any officer, legal advisor, or member of the Executive Com- 
mittee, or to any corporation or business enterprise in which any of them 
is personally interested. 

Rules to Govern Appropriations. 

1. All churches assisted by the Convention shall make their quar* 
terly reports to the Board through the Secretary. All appropriations 
to churches shall be made quarterly, and no application for aid will be 
considered until the report of the church has been received. Quarterly 
reports must be sent in during the first weeks in October, January, April, 
and July. 

2. Appropriations will be made to churches only when such churche.s 
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have settled pastors, and when they shall have made, within the year 
preceding, contributions for at least three objects of benevolence, in- 
cluding the Domestic Mission work of the Connecticut Baptist Conven- 
tion, and when they shall have satisfied the Board that their methods of 
raising funds are systematic, and best adapted for securing the largest 
possible revenues from their local constituencies. 

3. No appropriation shall be made to any church, when in the judg- 
ment of the Executive Committee the pastor of the church is not consid- 
ered worthy of such aid. It is therefore recommended that any church, 
without a pastor, applying for aid, shall confer with .the Superintendent 
of Missions, or the Executive Committee, before the choice and settle- 
ment of a pastor. 

4. No appropriation shall be recommended or be made toward the 
erection of any house of worship until the approval of the plan by the 
Executive Committee shall have been secured ; and in all cases where 
such appropriations amount to $500 or more, the church or society so 
aided shall execute to the Convention a deed of trust of the property, 
which shall be held by the Convention until such time as the Board of 
Trustees shall deem it expedient .to reconvey the property. 

5. No appropriation shall be made to a church until its application 
has been approved by a Missionary Committee representing the associa- 
tion within whose territory the church is located ; said committee to be 
elected by the association, or, in case of failure to elect, appointed by 
the President. 

6. The quarterly appropriations of the Board shall not exceed one- 
fourth of the reasonably assured regular annual revenue from the churches 
and individuals and invested funds of the Convention, except upon the 
basis of definite pledges sufficient to cover the excess. The revenue is 
to be estimated by the average receipts of the Coiivention from, afore- 
said sources, for the three years immediately preceding. 

The Superintendent of Missions. 

The Superintendent of Missions shall have the general oversight 
and care of the entire work of the Convention under the direction of the 
Executive Committee. He shall visit the churches aided by the Con- 
vention as frequently as may be, consistently with his other duties. He 
shall investigate any new enterprises that should be brought to the at- 
tention of the Board and report the same. He shall, as opportunity may 
offer, present the claims of the Convention before the churches and re- 
ceive subscriptions and collections for the Convention. He shall be 
present at all meetings of- the Board, and of the Executive Committee, 
to counsel and advise in all their actions, but shall have no vote. He 
shall advise the churches aided by the Convention on all matters in which 
his advice is asked, but he shall not pledge the Convention to any pecun- 
iary aid except as authorized in each case by the Board of Trustees or 
by its Executive Committee. 
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Amendments. 

These By-Laws, except such as refer to the duties of the Treasurer 
and of the Finance Committee, may be changed or additions rnade 
thereto at any meeting of the Board of Trustees by a majority vote. 

Such of the By-Laws as refer to the duties of the Treasurer and of 
the Finance Committee shall be of equal binding force with the provis- 
ions of the Constitution, and can be changed only by a two-thirds vote 
of all the members present at the annual meeting of the Convention, and 
after one year’s notice. 

General Resolution. 

All resolutions, or parts of the same heretofore adopted by the Con- 
vention, Board of Trustees, or Executive Committee, which are incon- 
sistent with the provisions of this Constitution and By-Laws are hereby 
repealed. 

Churches Contributing. 

All churches sending delegates to the Convention are bound by their 
obligations to God and their brethren to make annual contribution to its 
treasury, and none, large or small ought, in any case, to fail in this im- 
portant duty. They are requested to be very particular and exact in 
their appointment of delegates and designation of funds, and see that 
these funds are placed in the treasury, and published in the minutes of 
the Convention. 

Legacies. 

Form of a Legacy. — I also give and bequeath to The Connecticut 
Baptist Convention dollars , lands, houses, other property , 

for the purpose of the Convention, as specified in the act of incorpora- 
tion. And I hereby direct my executor or executors to pay said sum to 
the Treasurer of said Convention, taking his receipt for it, within 
months after my decease. [If real estate is devised, describe the prem- 
ises with exactness — both lots and buildings.] 

For The Building Fund. — I give and devise to The Connecticut 
Baptist Convention lands, houses, bonds — as the case 7nay be 

for the Building Fund, to aid in procuring or paying for .suitable Houses 
of Worship for Mission Churches. 

A similar form will answer for The Connecticut Baptist Educa- 
tion Society. Only be careful to specify the name. 


EIGHTY-FIFTH ANNUAL SESSION 


OF THE 

Connecticut Baptist Convention.

Hartford, Conn., October 20, 1908. 

The Eighty-fifth annual meeting of the Connecticut Bap- 
tist Convention was held in the meeting-house of the South 
Baptist Church, Hartford, on the above date. 

President H. M. Thompson, D.D., called the Convention 
to order at 10 a. m. 

Rev. Frederick Lent, Ph.H., led the devotional services; 
all joined in singing “All Hail the Power of Jesus’ Name. 
After reading the 90th Psalm responsively. Rev. Joseph S. 
Swaim, H.D., of Boston, led in prayer. 

Rev. E. S. Holloway, pastor of the entertaining church, 

welcomed the Convention:— 

Mr. President, Fathers and Brethren: 

Welcome! Thrice welcome!! Welcome to our church, our homes, 
and our city! It is a long time since the South Church has greeted 
you in your annual convocation. Our greeting on this the eighty fifth 
anniversary shall be as cordial as the years have been piolonged 
since you met within these hallowed walls. 

In tlfis welcome the sisterhood of Hartford Baptist chuiches par- 
ticipates. The homes of the good people of other churches are open 
with a gracious hospitality. They have been as earnest as we in 
greeting you and in planning for your coming. 

We welcome you to the Capital City, the home of so many and 
such varied interests, — interests which have given Hartford a name 
throughout the world. It is the home city of fourteen insurance com- 
panies, so you inay consider your lives and your property peifectly 
safe while you are within our gates. It is a city where business 
integrity is unsullied, for the manner in which our great companies 
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have met their obligations is the pride of every citizen. In the great 
disaster which swept the Pacific Coast and left San Francisco in 
ruins, two companies in this city alone paid to the sufferers in that 
holocaust ten million dollars without dispute and without compromise. 
Surely that man’s blood would run slow who does not have a just 
pride in such a creditable achievement; and since the beginning of 
the last century more than a billion of dollars in insurance has been 
paid out of Hartford. 

We have one hundred and fifty-seven trains coming daily into 
our city on the steam roads, and twenty six hundred electric cars 
daily passing the City Hall; so you may be assured that you will be 
enabled to get home after the adjournment of this Convention. 

Our churches are beautifully united, for while our white English- 
speaking churches are five in number, yet in name and sympathy and 
purpose we are one. Little Olivet, the youngest of the group, is sad- 
dened by the going of a faithful pastor but hopeful for the future. 
Memorial, with its pastor as the honored President of this Conven- 
tion, rejoices that the magnetism of another charge was not' sufficiently 
strong to draw him from the post where he has served so long and 
well. Asylum Avenue, after a pastorate of nearly one-third of a cen- 
tury, beautifully recognized the rare culture and spirit of its great 
leader and m.oves forward rejoicing in the sterling qualities of his 
successor. The First, with the largest membership in her history and 
the longest pastorate with a single exception, smiles upon us as the 
mother of us all; and the old South, like the sun, shines for all. May 
ner ideals be as lofty as her spire and her light be like a city on a 
hill. Our colored brethren and our Italian aud. Swedish friends all 
unite to heartily say — “Welcome to Hartford!” 

As Baptists, let us not forget that we have a goodly heritage and 
that this heritage makes it incumbent upon us that we meet the new 
conditions that confront us in the same spirit that other generations 
met theirs. Our fathers had their problems and we have ours, and 
while ours seem greater than theirs, yet when they came to solve their 
problems they seemed not less formidable, and that God which put 
His seal of approval upon them will also give us the seal of His 
Spirit if we enter upon our work with the same zeal and consecration 
which characterized them. * 

The strange tongues of an alien people ail over our New England 
tell us of the new opportunities to which we have been called of God. 
We have prayed for open doors that we might enter in and help to 
compass the world’s evangelization and God has answered our prayers 
by sending the millions to our own shores, and it is for us to decide 
if we are to evangelize them or if they shall heathenize us. It is for 
us to determine if they are to bring to us the Continental Sunday, 
with al'i of its shame, or if we are to give to them, with all of its 
blessedness, the Christian Sabbath. It is with us largely to deter- 
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mine if sin and vice and crime are to dominate or if tire uplifted 
cross of Christ is to be the attractive force that shall draw all men 
unto Him. 

There is a spirit of unrest abroad and agitators are presenting 
their panaceas for the ills of the world, but there is only one effective 
remedy and that is the Gospel of the Grace of God. It is sometimes 
said that the Gospel of Christ is now on trial and that the new condi- 
tions which we are to meet will test the Gospel and determine 
whether it is the great remedy for the woes of life. But I deny that 
the Gospel is now on trial. It has been tried and tested in the hot- 
test fires of persecution and hate. It has been tested at the stake 
and in the floods,— but fire could not comsume it and floods could not 
drown it. The patronage of emperors blighted but did not destroy it. 
It came forth uns&athed from the fires of Smithfield and shone in 
brightest radiance from the dark walls of Bedford Jail. There is no 
soil where it has not blossomed and bloomed and no race which it has 
not blessed. It made its way in the snows of the North and the 
Tropics smile under its healing touch. It transformed the darkened 
lives of Afric’s jungle and made Asia blossom like the rose and the 
Islands of the Sea under its benign influence bloomed radiant and 
fair like the garden primeval. It has made itself felt in every race, 
leading its people to a higher manhood and giving them the glad 
hope of life eternal. The African has lost his fierce spirit as its, light 
has shone on his way. The Malayan has yielded to its persuasion 
until he has come to be a part of the new race. India’s sons have 
learned of the truer life through the Gospel of the Crucified. The 
almond-eyed Oriental has discovered the answer to his agonizing cry 
in the life of Jesus, and Salem’s sons and daughters are coming to 
learn that their long-looked-for Messiah is none other than the Divine 
Man of Galilee. The Gospel can never have a greater test than that 
to which it has already been subjected and it was not found wanting. 
And I repeat that the Gospel is not on trial; but we are on trial and 
if we fail it will not be the failure of the Gospel but it will be our 
failure in not adapting it to new conditions. But the Gospel will go 
on and God will raise up another generation who shall be more faith- 
ful and who shall yet place the crown of the crucified upon the brow of 
our humanity, for the decree has gone forth, never to be recalled, that 
"at the name of Jesus every knee shall bow and every tongue con- 
fess that Christ is the Lord to the glory of God the Father.” 

I think that we do well to remind ourselves of some important 
things which the world so easily forgets, and because now and then 
there is a conspicuous failure in character men become blind to mul- 
titudes who have ever been brave and true. One drunken man on the 
street will attract more attention than a score of virtuous men who 
walk in the paths of sobriety, but we are not to forget the twenty 
upright ones and allow them to be eclipsed by the one who has fallen, 
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and this principle must be applied all along the lines of life’s activity. 
Because some man whose father has been a minister of the Gospel has 
made a failure in life and is in that worst of all bankruptcies — moral 
bankruptcy — the adage has gone forth that ministers’ sons are not 
expected to attain the highest ends. But we need to remind our- 
selves that the atmosphere of the parsonage has been conducive to the 
largest culture and the purest and highest living and the noblest con- 
secration. 

Cowper, the poet, to whom we are indebted for so many of our 
beautiful hymns, was the son of a minister. John and Charles Wesley, 
the mighty preacher and sweet singer, were reared in the rctory of 
Epworth and grew up under their father’s ministry. Henry Ward 
Beecher, Thomas Beecher, and Charles Beecher, — all ministers of 
the Gospel and sons of that Boanerges of the pulpit, Lyman Beecher. 
David Field, the great jurist, Cyrus Field, who in laying the Atlantic 
cable anchored the Old World beside the New, Henry Field, the min- 
ister of God whose trenchant pen charmed his readers, and Stephen 
Field, who so long adorned the Supreme Court bench, were all the sons 
of Dudley Field, the minister of the Gospel. Dr. Boardman, who 
preached so long in Philadelphia; Dr. Judson, who lighted the beacon 
of hope in lower New York, are the sons of those great ministers and 
missionaries of the Cross, — George Dana Boardman and Adoniram Jud- 
son. Dr. Andrews, one time President of Brown, and his brother, the 
Governor of this State and the Chief Justice of our highest Court, 
were reared in the house of a father whose ministry left fragrant 
memories. Dr. Bitting, in the great Southwest, and Dr. Faunce, the 
chief executive of our oldest University, were the sons of ministers of 
the Gospel of Jesus Christ. The pastor of the First Church in this city 
and two of his brothers, — all ministers of that Gospel which their 
father preached. First Meriden, Winsted and New London all have 
ministers whose fathers before them were heralds of the Gross. Our 
Brother Dewhurst has a son who is an embassador of Christ, and Dr. 
Brown of New Britain has two noble sons who wear the unsullied 
ermine of the judge; and the President of this Convention has two 
sons who would rejoice any father’s heart,^ — the one a minister of 
Christ and the other devoted to a noble philanthropy. And I repeat 
that the atmosphere of the parsonage has been conducive to the pro- 
motion of the best in character and the highest in achievement; and 
you, my brethren, who have sons and daughters may expect, if you do 
your full duty, to see them shine as bright stars in the crown of the 
world’s Eedeemer. Two Presidents of the United States have 
been the sons of Christian ministers, and if you want one of the most 
conspicuous examples of recent days, I point you to that man who 
stands foremost among the public men of our time,- — that splendid 
apostle of civic righteousness, the son of a Baptist minister, — New 
York’s great Governor, Charles E. Hughes. And with such a legacy 
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as we have received and such inspiring memories as fill our hearts, let 
us take up the work of this Convention with zeal and lofty hope. Let 
us remember that we have come to the kingdom for such a time as 
this, and may you all carry from this place an inspiration that will 
last for the whole year, and as all the bays and arms of the sea 
feel the swell of the incoming tide, so may all of our churches feel the 
impulse of this Convention and the thrill of love which makes us one 
in Christ Jesus. 

“Church of the Crucified, art thou reclining 

Where thy Lord hath not a place for His head? 

Hast thou soft comforts thy temples entwining 

When His brow throbbed ’neath a chaplet blood red? 

Up from the dust, though it gleam golden round thee, 

’Tis but the Judas bribe proffered anew. 

Clasp the pierced hand that from bondage unbound thee, 

Let the pierced heart teach thee love that is true. 

“Church of the Crucified, earth needs thy passion. 

Love agonizing the wayward to win, 

Pure self-oblation in Christliest fashion. 

Soul-sweat and travail to save men from sin. 

Church of the Eisen One, love that withholdeth 
Naught that it has God would give to thee now. 

Else in thy might that thy weakness unfoldeth. 

Bid the whole earth to the Crucified bow.” 

President Thompson replied as follows: — 

EESPONSE TO WELCOME. 

In behalf of the convention, I gratefully acknowledge and accept 
the welcome extended to us by this Church through you its Pastor. 

My personal acquaintance with the South Church renders me un- 
hesitating in the reception of your proffered hospitality. We trust you 
will be amply repaid for all your service by the consciousness of 
having furthered the work of the Lord. We moreover desire, that a 
rich spiritual blessing attend and follow the sessions of the Conven- 
tion, so that you will be led to say, we ministered to our Brethren in 
temporal things, and lo, the Lord recompenses us with priceless privi- 
leges and powers. 

In behalf of this Convention I accept your hearty welcome. 

Bear Brethren and Sisters of the Connecticut Baptist Convention, 

Greeting: 

Again we assemble to consider the interests of Christ, wh’ch have 
been entrusted to us, and which have occupied our hands and filled our 
hearts for a twelve-month past. 
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We do well, in this first hour of the opening session of the Conven- 
tion, to lift our hearts in gratitude and praise to God for the man- 
ifestations of the Spirit’s power in several of our Churches. Pente- 
costal experiences have been enjoyed and hundreds have been con- 
verted to Christ. Let there be rejoicing on earth, as among the 
Angels, over the repentance of sinners, who have come to God through 
Christ. These conversions are not only gratifying: they have in 
themselves an element of hope. For the good seed is, the Children of 
the Kingdom. May they bear fruit, thirty, sixty, a hundred fold. 
Herein will their Father be glorified. 

The Convention has suffered a great loss during the year in the 
death of my predecessor in the presidential office, Hon. Carnot O. 
Spencer. He was my long time personal friend, and I respected him 
as a Christian gentleman of integrity and uprightness of life. More 
adequate words will be uttered by the Obituary Committee. But I 
desired to pay this slight personal tribute to his memory. For he was 
a loyal supporter of our Convention work, which he continued to 
serve, after he felt obliged to relinquish the position of Presi- 
dent, by serving as Chairman of the Committee of Six. He will be 
missed from our Councils. Since he was diligent in business, fervent 
in spirit, serving the Lord, we thank God for him. 

The year past has been one of readjustments, as we foresaw it 
would be. But conditions arose other than we had anticipated. And 
while the missionary work has gone on uninterruptedly, there have 
been marked changes in the field forces. The Gospel Wagon Worker 
resigned and the work was discontinued for the year. The resigna- 
tion of our Superintendent of Missions, to enter the work of the Home 
Mission Society, left an important position vacant. There seemed to 
the Board to be but one man, who logically could be chosen to fill the 
office, rendered difficult by the financial situation. Eev. A. B. Coats, 
H.D., was chosen, and has devoted himself untiringly to the interests 
of the Convention and has grown in the esteem of the denomination 
throughout the State. But the selection of Dr. Coats to be Superin- 
tendent of Missions rendered another important place vacant, that of 
State Evangelist. Eev. C. K. Flanders, who had labored with the 
Evangelist under the title of Singing Evangelist, succeeded Dr. Coats 
as Evangelist, and God has signally blessed his efforts. Finally the 
Woman’s Board withdrew Miss Conoway, worker to the Italians. Thus 
apparently we have three less general workers in the field as the 
year comes to a close, I speak of these changes in my annual address, 
as some may think we have scarcely lived up to our Motto, “No back- 
ward steps. ” It is in a sense true, but unavoidable. For attendant up- 
on. these changes were financial conditions which have required careful 
and discriminating action. When you listen to the report of your 
Treasurer, the situation will need no further explanations. Confessed- 
ly, the past has been a hard year. Added to the discomfiture inci- 
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dental to the loss of our invested funds, have been the added difld- 
eulties incidental to business depression. 

Nevertheless we face the future with good cheer and hopeful- 
ness. And we anticipate that it will not be long before our general 
field forces can be augmented. A woman to work among the Italians 
woiild be of inestimable value in gaining access to the 'Vvomen and 
children. It may be the time also to place a Bible School Worker in 
the field, as was so strongly advocated by Bev. H. B. Carpenter in his 
admirable Bible School Eeport of last year. If there are those who 
feel deeply this need, let the Board know your opinion. If there is a 
general opinion that such a worker is desirable, I am confident that 
your Board will give the matter their careful consideration. 

The regular work of the Convention, that for which the Convention 
was organized especially, the aid of small churches and missions, has 
gone on without a break. For the ability to do this, we thank God. 
We are happy in our work of sustaining the country and hill churches. 
Connecticut is being changed as to its population. But we see in 
vision no barren wilderness, abandoned of men, but a country more 
thickly populated than today, by thrifty and hard working people, 
who make light of the so-called hardships of their lives here, as 
against conditions from which they have fled. And here is the ques- 
tion for us to answer. If Baptists cannot evangelize the foreigner, 
what denomination is better fitted to do so? Before the work can be 
successfully done, there will be need of a greater change in the 
hearts of ipany Americans toward the foreigner, than of the foreigner 
toward the American. Our Churches are going to be put to the test. 
In many localities doubtless our churches must be cosmopolitan in a 
broad sense, loving all men, seeking to save all men, receiving all 
saved men into fellowship of the church, or die. We send men and 
money to convert the unregenerate of Europe and Asia. Shall not 
the churches be as true to the work at the door? Alas, if we are not, 
we may be mistaken as to our relation to Christ ’s Kingdom. And He 
may say of us, as He said of the Scribes and Pharisees, that we do 
not go in and we hinder those who would. 

In my opinion we should be exceedingly slow to abandon 
positions mlready oceupiefi by us. To abandon a fidld, means to close 
The door to our return, as a rule. For others will see the opportunity, 
and step in. We should 4o all in our power to strengthen weak places. 
And" there may be need of patience until the tides turn. 

But the cities, with their varied problems, continue to be attrac- 
tive to the workers for Christ, even as they were to Paul of old. I de- 
sire to express my delight in the steadfast pui-pose of our churches to 
maintain, under great difficulties at times, the positions taken. A 
consolidation of two or more churches into one splendid church, with 
the inspiration of large congregations, and great financial resources, 
is very alluring. There may be situations where such moves are wise. 
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But I believe the advantages gained are more than offset by the lack 
of personal responsibility on the part of the rank and file and the fail- 
ure to develop and train the large numbers in Christian work. And 
I think that often the promoters of great schemes of church combines 
have lived to regret the day that wiped out useful and devoted 
churches. It is true, churches should only be planted after we have 
sought wisdom from our Divine Head. They should not result from 
division through stidfe. They should rather come from a desire to 
meet the spiritual needs of a community with a Spirit filled church. 
Then, Paul may plant and Apollos water, with full assurance that God 
will give the increase. We have, so far as my knowledge goes, no su- 
perfious churches in our large centers of population. There is a ques- 
tion as to whether we have been far sighted enough as to the future 
in some instances. Local churches in our cities should study their own 
localities, especially with regard to growing suburbs. And where the 
field is not well cultivated, there should be a united Baptist movement 
to establish a religious work under Baptist control. No other way of 
working will result in a Baptist church. 

The future is full of hope on all lines, to such as have faith in God. 
The situation calls for the exercise of faith and the devotion of our- 
selves as living sacrifices upon the Altar of Service. 

Now in entering upon this Convention, I trust that we shall be 
led of the Holy Spirit in all our deliberations. May we return to our 
duties refreshed in heart and believing that there is nothing too hard 
for God to do.

To The Connecticut Baptist Convention. 

Dear Brethren: — We have to report the work of another critical 
and important year. Unforeseen changes have marked the way. As 
rapidly as could have been expected the confusion and disorder into 
which our affairs fell last year have disappeared and conditions are 
approaching the normal. 

I 

Change of Secretaries. 

Early in the year the Eev. F. H. Divine, who by his untiring 
energy and loyal devotion to the cause had done so much as Secretary 
in the way of developing the work of the Convention, resigned his 
office to accept the position of District Secretary of the Home Mission 
Society for New York and Northern New Jersey. The splendid 
service which Mr. Divine had rendered during his five years’ incum- 
bency in the office of Secretary and Superintendent of Missions was 
duly recognized at a special meeting of the Board, held Nov. 26, 1907, 
in the following set of laudatory resolutions: 

Eev. Frank H. Divme having completed five years as Secretary 
and Superintendent of Missions of the Connecticut Baptist Conven- 
tion we, the undersigned, appointed a committee for th'S purpose at a 
special meeting of the Convention Board held at the South Baptist 
Church, Hartford, on the third day of December, nineteen hundred and 
seven, fesire to put on record our appreciation of the large service 
which our brother rendered. He came to us as a stranger, but soon had 
a clear mental outline of the needs of the work. His aim- was first, 
evangel'sm, ancl seconrl, the plac’ng of the Convention fina,nces upon 
a solid basis. Toward both these ends he worked with untiring energy 
and zeal. The income of the Convention increased steadily and the 

Permanent Fund grew. , i 

To the force of workers has been added two Evangelists, a Col- 
porteur. two Italian Missionaries, and a worker furnished by the Wo- 
man ’s Baptist Home Mission Society. There has been a general ex- 
pansion of the work, with large additions to the churches and a gen- 
eral strengthening of the Baptist cause in Connecticut. Following this 
came the loss of the Convention funds. Many would have faltered 
when such a blow was dealt to their cherished plans. But the catas- 
trophe only seemed to add fuel to the fire of hm burning zeal, and 
Brother Divine led the loyal, self-sacrificing Baptists of Connecticut 
to victory in the securing of sufficient money to replace all trust funds. 
For Ruchi conspicuous service, the Connecticut Baptmt Convention is 
highlv appreciative and wishes for Brother Divine the fullest meas- 
ure of success in the larger field offered him by the Home Mission 
Society.

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At the same meeting of the Board the E-ev. A. B. Coats, who had 
been serving the Convention for more than a year as State Evan- 
gelist, was appointed to serve 'as Secretary and Superintendent, for 
the balance of the year. 

Changes in the Board. 

Besides the Secretary, the Board has lost four of its members 
during the year — the Eev. Oscar Haywood, D.D., and the Eev. Franklin 
G. McKeever, B.D., who have left the state; Mr. Edward Miller of 
Meriden, who on account of increasing infirmities has resigned, and the 
Hon. Carnot O. Spencer, who died in June of the present year. Mr. 
Spencer was for six years and until last year the President of the 
Board, and devoted himself heartily to the interests of the work. 
Eesolutions of respect for this deceased brother and in appreciation 
of his many excellent qualities were adopted by the Board, as follows: 

Died, June twenty-first, nineteen hundred and eight, at Hart- 
ford, Conn., Hon. Carnot O. Spencer. 

To many this announcement signifies little. But to- Connecticut 
Baptists it means much. Mr. Spencer was a good man and his good- 
ness was not of a negative kind. He was active in the work of his 
Lord. He was best known and most highly honored in his own city. 
The First Baptist church was on his heart, and he served its inter- 
ests as opportunity offered. His form was a familiar one also at the 
Associational gatherings, in whose proceedings he was deeply engaged. 

Upon the call of the State Convention, though business cares 
weighed upon him, he accepted the Presidency of the' Convention, and 
served with painstaking fidelity for six years. He was never too en- 
grossed in secular matters to devote time and thought to Convention 
affairs. As a presiding officer he was dignified and courteous, and he 
is highly honored for the service he so graciously rendered. 

We honor the memory of Hon. Carnot O. Spencer, our brother be- 
loved, an upright, honorable Christian gentleman, a worker for Christ. 

We, therefore, the Executive Committee of the Baptist Convention 
of Connecticut, spread upon our Minutes this testimonial to our high 
esteem and love for our brother.

Mention ought also to be made of the death of three other ex- 
cellent friends and helpers of the Convention, all of whom have died 
this present year, viz.. Miss Almira E. Westcott of Danielson, Mr. 
Thurston B. Barber of Baltic, and Mr. William C. Bolles of this city, 
all of whom were generous givers, and the Convention shares with 
other heirs in the disposal of their estates. 

The Restoration Fund and the Present Financial Condition. 

The movement to restore the lost funds of the Convention which 
in the meetings at Putnam last year came to such successful issue, 
with th’s year entered upon a second, and, in important respects, a 
more difficult stage. Pledges to the amount of nearly $54,000 were 
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secured, and of this sum about $28,000 had been paid in. The un- 
foreseen panic and financial depression in the early part of the cur- 
rent year made money scarce and resulted in throwing thousands of 
men and women out of employment. This has made the t4sk of col- 
lecting the balance of these pledges one of peculiar difdculty. But 
the spirit of heroic self-sacrifice on the part of the people has not been 
lacking. Praiseworthy desire to meet these obligations when due has 
been manifest, and where circumstances have been such as to abso- 
lutely forbid present payment there has been no disposition to deny 
the binding obligation to pay what has been promised, but, rather, 
the assurance that when times are better the pledge will be re- 
deemed at the earliest possible moment. A large portion of the bal- 
ance has been paid. The Committee of Six has held frequent meet- 
ings and as fast as the money accumulated investments have been 
made. The members of this committee are men of affairs and have had 
wide experience in this line of business and it is safe to say that no 
better and safer class of securities can be found in the market than 
those now registered in the name of the Connecticut Baptist Con- 
vention. Eecently the work of actual restoration has been taken in 
hand and commendable progress has been made. All the Trust Funds 
held for churches, and all annuity funds, have been fully restored, as 
well as some part of the Convention funds proper. 

It is not the purpose here to forestall the report of the Treas- 
urer which will shortly follow. It will suffice to say that both the 
financial difficulties to which reference has been made and the pro- 
cess of collecting the balance of the Eestoration Fund have had the 
effect of making the offerings from the churches less than they would 
otherwise have been, and the deficit carried over from last year will 
not appear to have diminished, but has increased. It is safe to say, 
however, that if all outstanding pledges to the Convention funds are 
paid, not only will every dollar of the lost funds be restored but also 
a considerable part of the indebtedness will be wiped out. 

The Apportionment Plan. 

In this connection reference ought to be made to the new order 
of things obtaining in the raising of funds for benevolences. Under 
the direction of the Northern Baptist Convention the three great 
Missionary bodies are undertaking to secure the money needed for 
carrying on their work by apportioning the budget among the 
churches. Such apportionment has Already been made and the churches 
are now giving their attention to the question of ways and means 
to meet it. It has not yet been fully determined just what relation the 
various State Conventions will eventually hold to this new denomi- 
national organization, but, for this year at least, we must fend for 
ourselves. Under these circumstances it seems imperative, if we are 
not to be left behind, that we also follow the plan of apportionment 
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in raising the funds for our current expenses this year. .We there- 
fore recommend that at this Convention gathering, steps be taken 
so to apportion among the churches the sum demanded for our work, 
in accordance with By-Law 7. 

Gifts and Legacies. 

By the death of the annuitant, Miss Almira E. Westcott of Dan- 
ielson, the Henry and Almira Westcott Memorial Fund has been re- 
leased to the Convention, and a further bequest, we understand, of 
$2,000 has been made from the estate of the deceased. One thou- 
sand two hundred dollars is said also to have been left in trust for the 
East Killingly church. The Convention has further been made trus- 
tee of the estate of the late Thurston B. Barber of Baltic, said to 
amount to about $30,000, the income of which is to be paid to Mrs. 
Barber as long as she lives and at her death comes to the Convention. 
The payment into the treasury of the $2,000 left us by Miss King of 
Suffield has been temporarily delayed by some legal complications 
which are likely to be settled in a little while. Two annuities have 
been established during the year, one for $1,000 and another for $500. 
Our interest in the Birney Eealty Company of Torrington, as will 
appear from the report of Attorney Nicholson, is likely to prove far 
more valuable than we at the first supposed, so that in all these re- 
spects the past year has been marked by a large increase in our 
funds, either now or in the near future. 

Financial Methods. 

It has been the aim of the Board, through the proper officials, to 
administer the finances of the Convention upon the most modern 
approved methods of business. All moneys are paid out on the order 
of the Secretary, and every bill has been met as soon as rendered. 
Income from trust funds has been forwarded to the churches as 
soon as received. All convention pastors and missionaries have 
been paid promptly upon the first of every month, or the first of every 
quarter. All this and the other work of the Treasurer involves an 
amount of labor of which few have any conception^ and for which the 
salary paid is but small compensation. This is also true of the sal- 
ary of the Attorney, Mr. E. K. Nicholson. So many legal questions 
and cases demanding the opinion 'and services of an attorney arise, 
that the Board has felt the necessity of engaging Mr. Nicholson by the 
year. It is safe to say that he has done for us a service the past 
year that has brought us in many times the salary he has received, 
and which would ordinarily have cost us very much more than we have 
paid him. 
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The New Headquarters. 

At the semi-annual meeting of the Board, a committee was ap- 
pointed with power to secure a down-town office for the Secretary, 
which should be a sort of headquarters for Baptists who had busi- 
ness in the city connected with our work. This committee secured 
desk room in Boom 640 of the Connecticut Mutual Building, and the 
Secretary has occupied it for several months. The convenience of 
this arrangement became quickly manifest and the arrangement ought 
to be continued. In other years the hope has been expressed that 
the time might come when the Convention could have a building of 
its own in some convenient location. The need is more apparent than 
ever today. Let us trust that the hope of one day realizing this 
vision is none the less bright. 


Survey of the Work. 

The work on the fields of the various aided churches and in the 
Missions has been carried on with diligence by those in the employ- 
ment of the Convention, and a reasonable degree of success has been 
attained. A marked consequence of the experiences of the past year 
and a half has been the arousal, to an unusual degree, of the de- 
nominational consciousness. The churches of the state, both great 
and- small, are showing an interest in the dommon welfare that has 
in it great promise of good. Some of the churches which have been 
almost without any sign of life for years are manifesting a strong 
desire to get out of the lethargy of recent years, and to, have not only 
a name to live, but life indeed. If this shall bring an additional bur- 
den on the Convention, is it not one that we should rejoice to carry? 
The President, in his address, has already touched on the question of 
support of the feeble churches and we fully agree with him in the 
position he takes. It is doubtful if the trend of population is any 
longer away from the country to the city. Modern means of loco- 
motion have made the country accessible to a degree not dreamed of 
even twenty years ago. There may be in the very near future a re- 
naissance of the country church that will justify no inconsiderable 
expense in holding the field until this revival comes. Already in many 
of the rural districts a large foreign population has come in and the 
country church is the strategic point from which to go to these 
peoples in missionary endeavor. Such a field for instance as that at 
Chesterfield, where we are now having no regular services, but where 
there is within easy distance a large Jewish population unchurched 
and uncared for. Should we cease to sustain services on a field where 
such opportunities are fo-und? 
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The Negro Churches. 

There are within the bounds of the state, 17 churches of the 
Colored Baptists. A few of these churches are strong, aggressive, 
self-sustaining bodies of believers, well manned and doing efficient 
work. Others of them are burdened with debt and. only with difficulty 
can keep a pastor on The field. To none of these churches are we 
granting aid in the support of preaching. To the church in Mil- 
ford and to the Grace Church, Waterbury, we have made conditional 
promises of aid in the- effort they are making to remove the debt upon 
their property. It has been a hard year to meet conditions of this 
kind and so far no notice has been received by us that these condi- 
tions have been met. 

The French Work. 

Eev. B. F. Benoit, our missionary to the French in Putnam and 
vicinity, has been greatly bereaved in the death of his wife. Mrs. 
Benoit was a most faithful and successful helper in the work of her 
husband. Her infiuence and example will long be felt among her 
countrymen. In spite of his affliction, Mr. Benoit has continued un- 
remitting in his labors, and the work has gone slowly on. 

The Swedish Churches. 

Three of the Swedish churches, after patient waiting, have been 
rewarded by the coming of pastors to lead them in the work. The 
Eev. Theo. Grandin is in the First Swedish church, Bridgeport, and the 
Eev. J. O. Hammarberg, recently from Stockholm, has become pastor 
at the Swedish Bethel church in the same city. The Tabernacle 
church of Waterbury has found a worthy successor to Eev. A. O. Law- 
rence, in the Eev. A. J. Linde, from Massachusetts. All these breth- 
ren are on the field and the work is progressing in the thororighgoing 
way usual among these excellent brethren. In the other churches the 
same pastors remain who have so successfully carried on the work in 
the past. 

The German Work. 

‘ The Eev. G. Schenk,’ who has taken charge of the somewhat diffi- 
cult field in Bridgeport, is proving himself a wise and efficient leader. 

The German .brethren have felt that the location of their church 
is not most favorable to their work, and efforts have been made by the 
Board to dispose of the property and so to enable the church to build 
in a place more central for their work. These efforts have not met 
with success and the church is still worshiping in the same building 
as heretofore.

The Italian Work. 

The work among the Italians is most inspiring in its promise of 
large results. With hut a single exception wherever we have carried 
on the work the past year there have been hopeful signs. In Hart- 
ford the Baptist Union, which has been so helpful in the past, has 
go*ne on to add to other good works, the procuring of new and far 
more commodious quarters for Mr. Roca and his band of earnest work- 
ers. By arrangement with the Hirst Baptist church the basement of 
the building has been secured for a term of years and fitted up at 
large expense for the services of these brethren. 

In New London also, new quarters more centrally located have 
been secured and Missionary Rapp reports increase of interest. 

The peculiar difficulties of the Stamford field still cause serious 
concern. No apparent advance can be observed and it is a question, 
if radical changes in the work have not become imperative. 

During the year ten have been added to the New Haven Italian 
church by baptism, and the work is carried on with zeal and efficiency. 
The pastor. Rev. A. di Domenica, feels greatly the need of an Italian 
colporteur, man or woman, to visit the homes and sell and distribute 
Bibles and tracts. No doubt such a worker could accomplish a needed 
work, not only in New Haven but also in many other parts of the 
State. 

The work at Waterbury and Bristol has developed into such pro- 
portions that no one man can meet the demands for service. So for 
the past three months arrangements have been made for Missionary 
Barone to give his whole time to the Waterbury work, and Mr. Pietro 
Sbrocco, a member of the Hartford church, has taken up the work at 
Bristol. If such an arrangement can be made permanent it certainly 
onght to be done. Other doors of opportunity are opening on every 
hand. A little heroic faith and effort just now will mean very much 
to our future work among this most interesting people. The first of 
January the Woman’s Home Mission Society withdrew Miss Conaway, 
who had so efficiently wrought in the work in Hartford and in Bris- 
tol, to work in Boston. Mrs. Reynolds has, however, given the Secre- 
tary to understand that the Society is ready to co-operate with the 
Convention upon the same terms as before if some equally suitable 
person can be secured. The thanks of the Convention are due to the 
Woman’s Home Mission Society, both for the efficient aid given in 
the past, and for their readiness to continue to be helpful in time to 
come. 


THE ENGLISH SPEAKING CHURCHES. 

Ashford Association. 

Rev. E. Hatfield still serves the Andover church. No changes in 
the membership are noted, but some considerable money has been 
raised and expended in repairing the church property. 
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Eev. J. W. Higgins was bereaved in tbe death of bis wife during 
the year, and not long after resigned the charge of the Eastford and 
Westford churches. 

After but little delay Mr. H. B. Goodsell, a member of the First 
Bridgeport church, was called to assume the duties of pastor. He is 
proving himself a good leader and preacher. The meeting of the 
Ashford Association with the Eastford church. Sept. 29, 30, had as 
a part of the service the examination and ordination of Mr. Goodsell 
to the work of the gospel ministry. The brethren are greatly encour- 
aged and good things will be heard from them the coming year. 

Eev^ Henry E. Anderson of Norwich continues to supply the East 
Killingly church. The field presents peculiar difficulties and no great 
advance can be made until a new order of things obtains. The other 
church in the place is the only Free Baptist church in Connecticut, 
so far as I have been able to learn, and in the present trend toward 
the union of that denomination with our own, it ought_ not to be 
difficult to unite the two feeble churches in on© strong body to the 
manifesx advantage of all concerned. It is probable this will one day 
be done. The present pastor of the Free Baptist church is a man of 
ability and is favorably inclined toward joining forces with us. 

The Eev. L. B. Curtis at So. Woodstock is leading his people in 
a strong advance all along the line. 

Fairfield Association. 

With the single exception of the New Hope of Danbury, every 
church in Fairfield Association has a pastor. The one aided English 
speaking church is at White Hills where Eev. A. A. Bickford is still 
pastor. No changes in membership are noted. Evangelist Flanders 
spent two weeks on this field in December. The church was reviveo. 
and quite a number made a start in the Christian life, but none of 
these have as yet united with the church. 

Hartford Association. 

The church at Bantam has taken on new life. Eev. H. B. Goodsell, 
now pastor at Eastford, visited this field from Bridgeport and sup- 
plied them for several months. When he accepted a call to his present 
pastorate the Convention Secretary visited them and has since that 
time undertaken to keep the church supplied with preaching. The un- 
fortunate location of the church building was long felt to be a great 
hindrance, but now through the kindness and generosity of a Baptist 
brother living in the place, the church has been moved on to one of 
the most sightly and advantageous sites in the village. The house 
has been put in good repair and the outlook is very promising. This 
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church needs some help from the Convention. There seems to be a 
work for it to do and we trust a way will be found to give the needed 
assistance. 

Bloomfield is now pastorless. The church has not grown either 
in numbers or ability during the past year. The prospect of a marked 
growth in the village in the near future, as a result of the comple- 
tion of the trolley connection with Hartford, however, makes it im- 
portant that the work should be sustained. If this^field could for the 
present be united with Tariffville, it would seem to be the best solution 
of the problem. 

The Rev. J. C. Gavin has returned to his former charges in North 
and South Colebrook. He finds not much signs of promise on these 
fields but is courageously holding on and hoping and praying for better 
things. 

After some years of faithful and efficient service at East Corn- 
wall and Cornwall Hollow, Pastor Collins has resigned, to accept the 
charge of the work at Tariffville. The brethren in these two churches 
are feeling a little discouraged in consequence. It needs a man with 
both a robust body and a great faith to take this work, but we are 
trusting such will eventually be found. 

Pastor Cooper of Canton met with a severe accident a few 
months ago that laid him aside for several weeks, and from which he 
has not fully recovered. During the time he was unable to attend to 
his duties, the pulpit was supplied through the kindness of Pastor 
Holloway of the South church, Hartford. 

Affairs at Tariffville are becoming satisfactory to all concerned 
since Pastor Collins came on the field. A parsonage has been secured 
in a favorable location, and the pastor' and his family are already in- 
stalled in it. There are some good brethren in Tariffville, both in the 
church and out of it, and the outlook is brighter than for some time. 

Pastor Foye is still administering affairs in Torrington in the 
same masterful way as of old. The brethren are looking forward 
hopefully to the time when they shall become self-sustaining. 

Rev. J. P. Ray has left the West Hartford church to take up evan- 
gelistic work in the South, and a worthy successor to him has been 
found in Rev. M. C. Tunison. Mr. Tunison came to Hartford to take 
a course of study in the Hartford Seminary, and the opening was 
welcome to him as well as to the people. 

New Haven Association. 

Cheshire church is fortunate in being under the pastoral care of 
Rev. B. F. Hurlbut of Plantsville. The field occupied by this church 
is not Baptist ground, but there is a fair prospect for future growth 
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and usefulness. The beautiful little structure in which they have 
been worshiping for some time has finally been given to them out- 
right by the generous brother who devised and built it. The main 
audience room is not completed and the church still worships in the 
small chapel. It would be well if some plan could be devised by which 
they could go on and complete the building. 

The Eev. Thos. A. T. Hanna, after a service of some six or eight 
months at Naugatuck, has resigned and the church is once more pas- 
torless. Here is a good field in a growing community and some way 
should be found to put the work in a more fiourishing condition. 

The old church at Haddam has been for some years practically 
extinct and the church property has become dilapidated. A commit- 
tee from the New Haven Association has been appointed to visit the 
field and advise as to what ought to be done there. 

The New London Association. 

Small churches are numerous in the New London and Stonington 
Union Associations in the southeastern part of the state. The Mis- 
sionary Committees of both associations are taking the matter of 
awakening these churches into a more vigorous life into serious con- 
sideration and plans are on foot which, when carried out, must result 
in great gain. In the New London Association are the churches at 
Scott Hill, Moodus, Lake’s Pond, Old Lyme and Salem. Eev. C. M. 
Eeed is supplying the church at Lake ’s pond and Brother T. H. Pea- 
body, the church at Salem. The others are pastorless. The Moodus 
church, formerly the East Haddam church, has been led to take up the 
work more vigorously than for several years. Some time ago the Eev. 

J. B. Connell of Hartford, who was at one time pastor at Moodus, 
paid a visit to his former field and was asked to preach once more in 
the old church. This service led to others and Mr. Connell supplied 
them for several months. During the summer Evangelist Flanders 
went to live on the field and build up the work as well as he could 
in that brief time. As a result, affairs are more promising there than , 
for a long time. They have an excellent parsonage and have this sum- 
mer, at several hundred dollars ’ expense, repaired their really beautiful 
house of worship. This church shares with the Convention in the in- 
come of Almira O. Cone Fund. They have the most central location 
of any church in the village and the work, should be carried on with 
vigor. 

The Stonington Union Association. 

The Eev. A. A. Smith has been for several months at Sterling. 
Some baptisms have occurred and the outlook is promising. Pastor 
Prindle of Preston City is still in charge of the Ledyard field and his 
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buoyant optimism continues to discern signs of good in a place many 
would call barren. The need of horse-sheds at the church is being 
vigorously voiced, and we have been appealed to for help. 

The First and Second North Stonington churches are now pastor- 
less. 

It will be hard to duplicate the excellent service which Eev. H. V. 
Baker, now of West Woodstock, rendered to the Pendleton Hill church. 
Services are quite regularly held at Laurel Glen. The preaching is 
usually by the Seventh Hay Baptist Brethren, whose easy proximity 
to these fields is, we fear, a temptation to the churches to rely on 
services of this kind rather than to bestir themselves and secure a 
settled pastor. 


Our Evangelistic Work. 

The'' appointment of the State Evangelist as Secretary to fill the 
unexpired term of Mr. F. H. Divine left the burden of the work upon 
Evangelist Flanders. Two appointments which the Secretary had 
already made, one with the Memorial church, Hartford, and the other 
with the Calvary church, Torrington, he endeavored to fill as well as 
he could, consistent with the manifold duties of the Secretaryship. 
Evangelist Flanders held meetings the first of the Convention year at 
East Lyme, Naugatuck, Canton, White Hills, Eastford and Westford. 
Since January 1st, he has served the churches at Putnam, Winsted, 
Central-Norwich, So. Woodstock, First, Norwich, and Fitchville, be- 
sides participating in the Torrington meetings. In all these services, 
the good results were markedly manifest, both in the conversion of 
many and in the uplift of the members to a higher plane of Christian 
living. The demands for his services have been so great this season 
that nearly all his time is taken until well into next spring. 

Helpers Worthy of Mention. 

Some mention should be made of a very helpful service which some 
of the brethren of Hartford and vicinity have rendered the Secretary, 
in going out to preach in the pastorless churches, and especially in the 
weaker ones. Especial mention should be made of Eev. J. B. Connell, 
who was so largely instrumental in awakening the church at^Moodus 
into a more vigorous life, and who has been a most acceptable supply 
at Tariffville and Colchester, and just now at Willington. Mr. Thomas 
Henry Day, a member of the First Baptist church of this city, has 
also rendered efficient service at Bantam, at a cost of personal con- 
venience and time for which the fee received is but small recom- 
pense. Mr. Clarence Thompson, also, son of our beloved President, has 
shown a willingness to respond to such calls, which demands recogni- 
tion and the thanks of the Convention. 
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The Northern Baptist Convention. 

The epoch-making meeting of the Northern Baptist Convention, 
at Oklahoma City last May, will be up for consideration the last ses- 
sion of these meetings. That a new order of things^ which will have 
far-reaching effect on every branch of Baptist work in the North, has 
been introduced, can not be doubted and it is our duty to consider 
what the effect is likely to be upon the work of the Convention, and 
how we can best adapt ourselves to the changed circumstances. 

At the meeting in Oklahoma City, a committee was appointed, 
consisting of H. R. Clissold of Illinois, D. DeWolf of New Jersey, D. W. 
Hurlbut of Wisconsin, R. W. Padleford of Massachusetts, L. W. Riley 
of Oregon, E. M. Thresher of Ohio, and C. J. Pope of Nebraska, to 
originate some plan for relating the various State Conventions to 
the Northern Baptist Convention. This committee is to report in 
Portland next year, and a communication has been received by the 
Secretary asking that consideration be given to the matter at this 
meeting of the Convention. The following topics are suggested for 
the consideration of this body: 

1. That action be taken by this Convention as to whether it 
deems it desirable that relations shall be established between the 
State Conventions and the Northern Baptist Convention, so as to effect 
a co-operation between the State Conventions and the National Socie- 
ties. 

2. That we consider plans by which such relations can be estab- 
lished. 

3. That we communicate our suggestions as to plans, to the afore- 
said Committee of Seven, in order that they may have the benefit of 
our counsels. 

4. That we elect a provisional State Committee on Apportion- 
ments to co-operate with the National Committee on Apportionments, 
in case plans are adopted at Portland to effect relations between the 
Convention and the Northern Convention. 

The importance of the matter is such as to demand careful con- 
sideration, and we recommend that a committee be appointed at 
this session to take the whole question under consideration and re- 
port on Wednesday morning, when the sub.ject is up for discussion. 

One idea made prominent at Oklahoma City was that meetings 
like those, and this we are now holding, are not for pleasure or pri- 
marily for inspiration, but for work, and that programs should provide 
for opportunity to discuss vital questions rather than to provide for 
set speeches, which, however edifying, only touch remotely, if at all, 
the practical problems of our fields. And along with this the thought 
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that only accredited delegates should be permitted to take part in 
discussions without special consent. We suggest the advisability of 
making the next meeting of the Convention strictly a delegates’ meet- 
ing. That only those who bring credentials from the body which they 
represent be permitted to take part in the work of the Convention, 
and that a certain portion of the floor be set apart to which only dele- 
gates be admitted during the business sessions of the Convention.

Rev. W. G. Fennell, D.D., led in prayer. 

Rev. Geo. M. Stone, D.D., preached the annual sermon, 
taking for his text, John 17 :20-27. 

FIFTY YEAES OF BAPTIST HISTOEY. 

The Bible is the model for all literature in its two-fold method 
of revealing the truth. It supplements history with biography. 

The books of Samuel and Kings are interpreted by David’s 
Psalms, and the Proverbs. The period of the captivity lives in the 
passion of Isaiah, of Jeremiah, and of Ezekiel. The minutes of our 
Associations and Conventions are illuminated by a knowledge of the 
men who were the living actors in them. Just as the reformation was 
born in the personal experience of Martin Luther, so the history of 
our denominational life for the past fifty years grew out of the spirit- 
ual life of the men who were the representatives of the life of that 
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period. My own impressions of tMs time lead me directly to tlie men 
and women whom I have seen and heard in our churches and re- 
ligious convocations. The prayers of David, the son of Jesse, are 
ended, hut the tones in which they were uttered linger as the 
precious heirlooms of memory. The lives of those who^ have pre- 
ceded us in Christian service furnish the best explanation of the 
changes which have taken place in the life of our Baptist people, and 
the history which has been made by them. The change from hesitat- 
ing tolerance to universal recognition and approval, has- been due in 
the Providence of God to the enlarged intelligence, and fidelity of 
wise and patient leaders, supplemented by the consecrated support 
of the humbler members of our churches in city and country. 

I offer no apology for making this address in large measure remi- 
niscent. It hds been my high privilege and gracious opportunity to 
have known personally a large number of those pastors who have led 
our scattered Baptist flocks in Connecticut for the half century past. 

I have been also a guest in the homes of many who were numbered 
among their faithful supporters. I desire to group about these 
leaders and private Christians, a few impressions of the times in 
which they lived, and thus to indicate the secret of the history of 
which they formed a part. One of the most remarkable Baptist Chris- 
tians I ever knew was Mrs,. Esther Swan, the mother of Eev. Jabez S. 
Swan, of yet wider celebrity. My first acquaintance with Mrs. Swan 
began in my college days when she was then in old age a member of 
the family of her son. Deacon Joshua Swan, at Sherburne, New York. 

While a student I was serving the Sherburne Baptist Church as 
a Sunday supply. It was customary at that time in some of our 
churches- for a private member to follow the morning sermon with a 
few words of fervent exhortation. As I sat down after preaching 
one Sunday .morning, I saw a tall and venerable woman rise in the 
rear of the church and begin to speak. Immediately there was a hush 
in the room and evidence of the closest attention. Her address was 
mainly to the young people. There was an unmistakable dignity and 
affection in tone and manner which made an impression never to be 
■effaced. The words as I remember them were in part, these: 
“Precious Youth, flee from the wrath to come, from the fire prepared 
for the Devil and his angels. Hell was never prepared for man. It was 
only for the devil and his angels. If man presses his way into it he 
goes over the body of Christ.” Afterwards I came to know much of 
the experience of this saintly woman. Eor a period of about seventy 
years she lived a life of unusual consecration to her Saviour. Times 
of declension seemed to make no abatement in her zeal for the salva- 
tion of her neighbors and friends. She had an abiding sense of the 
value of the soul, united to a confident assurance of the willingness of 
Christ to save all who trusted Him. Her first union to the Lord had 
many features of the Pauline type. The struggle of conviction nearly 
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overcame her physical strength. Out of the most thorough law work 
she emerged into a triumphant faith, which bore her through life. 
Her physical and intellectual qualities were unusual. She was erect 
and elastic when in age, and full in conversation of brief but luminous 
expositions of the Word — which as a young preacher I could never 
forget. When her son Jabez was yet in sin, she wrestled for his 
salvation and obtained restful assurance that he should be converted 
and preach the gospel. He was reinforced by her prayers for many 
years, on many hotly contested fields of evangelical triumph. Just 
before she passed into the heavenly life a relative asked if she was 
afraid to die. She re^rlied, am afraid to die, but I am not afraid 
to be dead. ’ ’ 

I have reproduced from personal knowledge, somewhat in detail, 
the portrait of ‘ ‘ Mother Swan ’ ’ for the reason that she furnishes a 
good example of tlie piety which ruled in the hearts of our Baptist 
ancestors in this state in the first half of the nineteenth century. 
The homes of that time were homes of devout supplication. Prayer 
was accepted as a vocation, and Paul’s experience of labor in prayer 
for others was understood by faithful souls who laid, in these simple 
days, foundations of our present prosperity. 

The transition from Mrs. Swan to her well-known son, Eev. Jabez 
S. Swan, is not difficult. “Elder Swan,” the name universally given 
him by the people, was easily the most noted evangelist the state 
has ever known. His ministry was not indeed confined to Connecticut, 
and yet this was his birthplace and very considerably the theatre of 
his extraordinary labors. No man during the active period of his 
life was so important a factor in the life of our denomination. His 
first public appearance was when he wrought as a 'powder boy in 
1814, at about fourteen years of age, in the defense of his native town, 
Stonington, which was then bombarded by a British fleet. Taking my 
figure from this incident, it would be simply the truth to say that 
in his life as a preacher, he was ever bringing gunpowder and fire into 
contact. It is not easy to present an adequate impression of Elder 
Swan to the generation who have never seen or heard him. He con- 
stituted, a class by himself. With the quaintness of Bunyan he had 
some of the eccentricities of the great Welsh Evangelist, Christmas 
Evans. His physical frame was. well knit and sinewy, and in his 
prime gave him capacity for great endurance. His gifts as a public 
speaker included a resonant and ringing voice, which in' his best 
moods was clothed with rare persuasive po.,wer. His original mould of 
character, and a rich fund of humor, were quite likely to one who 
knew him but slightly, to hide those deeper traits of his personality 
which were the true measure of the man. He was one of the Princes 
of Prayer, who knew the secret of the Lord, and won his greatest 
victories by his conquering faith. These victories were matters of 
common report and common expectation upon the fields where he 
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preached. Difficulties which seemed insuperable gave way when this 
master in supplication laid hold of the Divine arm, to plead for the 
salvation of men. His public prayers reflected the intensity of his 
inner secret communion. 

When on his knees in public he had a weaving motion, the body 
swaying to and fro, and a rhythmic cadence in tone, which in his 
highest moods was indescribably plaintive and effective. It has been 
estimated that about 10,000 souls were brought to Christ under his 
personal ministry. 

One spectacle, never to be forgotten by those who witnessed it, 
was the giving of the right hand of fellowship to 500 converts at 
one time, who were reckoned as the harvest of a series of meetings 
in Eastern Connecticut. Elder Swan stands for the powerful domi- 
nance of the evangelical element in onr history fifty years ago. 

There is only time to give a single instance of the original 
humor of Elder Swan, In the early days of life insurance, his con- 
victions were quite opposed to it, though in later life these gave 
place to approval. In one of our State Conventions^ when he was 
assigned the sermon, his theme was the revival on the Jordan under 
the ministry of John the Baptist. It happened that Dr. Tnrnbull 
had recently taken ont a policy of life insurance. The elder con- 
ceived that this shonld come in for notice on this occasion. He de- 
scribed the great movement at the Jordan side with graphic elo- 
quence. The crowds streaming down from Jerusalem, the blood heat of 
the prophet’s discourse, and other accessories of the movement, 
were all reproduced in vivid pictures by the preacher. Then came the 
declension of interest. The people fall away and John is deserted 
and discouraged. One day a friend meets him near the foothills 
going toward Jerusalem. In great surprise he inquires what has 
led him away from his chosen work — ‘‘Well,” says the Baptist, 
“the work on the Jordan has slacked np and I am going up to 
Jerusalem to get my life insured!” 

The strong personality of Dr. Eobert Turnbull, together with 
his long identification with the history of Connecticut Baptists entitle 
him to a place in this sketch of our former days. His career also 
marks a new Stage in that history. Swan, Shailer and Keney, with 
others in their group, belong to the evangelical period. The common 
people heard them gladly. Their calling, however, was to plant 
churches, not to train them, to bring men to Christ, rather than to 
educate them in Christ. Turnbull and Phelps, Graves, Palmer and 
Lathrop brought new and different gifts into exercise. They had an 
abiding zeal for saving men, united to a wider cnlture and enlarged 
vision of the pastoral office and the family life. They watched “the 
noiseless fabric” of character as it grew in the slow processes of 
experience and went as pastors in patient service from house to house. 
The five names mentioned were men of different aptitudes, but of 
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kindred spirit. Turnbull was impetuous and eloquent; Graves was 
incisive, tborougli, and earnest; Latlirop was dignified, courtly and 
sincere; Palmer was industrious, clear and steadfast; Phelps was all 
these at times in the poised and balanced harmony of his character. 

Hartford was the scene of Dr. Turnbull’s ministry for about 
twenty-four years. The city numbered 15,000 people when he came 
here. His mind reflected the fibre and strength of his Scotch heredity 
and the culture afforded by such masters in Israel as Dr. Chalmers and 
the University of Glasgow, of which he was a graduate. His pulpit 
ministrations were of a high order of excellence. I think his memory 
as pastor is even more sacredly cherished. It was his custom when 
he visited households where there were infants, to approach the 
cradle and laying his hands upon the babe reverently consecrate it 
to the service of God. For many years he ministered side by side 
with Dr. Horace Bushnell. In the words of another: ‘'Bushnell had 
a larger and more brilliant sweep; Turnbull had more rugged rever- 
ence. Bushnell dared to sail into broad and unfathomed seas; Turn- 
bull was anchored to the everlasting gospel and helped to anchor 
other men. ’ ’ The religious life of both was simple, profound and 
beautiful, and threw a halo about the virtues of both. They were 
personal friends. While Dr. Bushnell ’s fame in literature exceeded 
that of his neighbor. Dr. Turnbull’s books gave him high rank among 
authors of his time. In private life and in his public ministrations 
there was a fiavor of humor which was like oil in the hard toil of his 
life work. After resigning his long Hartford pastorate, he accepted 
the appointment of Superintendent of Missions for the State. In his 
later years he was not only the counsellor of the weaker churches, 
but the pioneer spirit in the planting of new churches on neglected 
fields, where his name is still held in precious memory. Our Spring 
Grove cemetery holds no dust more sacred than that of this noble and 
venerated man. The pastoral office and family life were raised to 
new importance during his career, without serious discredit to the 
revival spirit which had in previous decades prevailed in the churches. 
The prophetic fire was still hidden in the pastor’s heart. He was, 
however, 

‘'Faithful still in his daily round 

To the weak and the poor, and the sin-sick found. 

The schoolman’s lore and the casuist’s art 
Drew warmth and life from his fervent heart.” 

Among the honored names in our ministry, one coming nearer to 
our own time, 'remains to be named. Dr. S. Dryden Phelps sustains 
a relation to the literature and hymnology of our people which makes 
his life record of value in the sketch I am giving today. 

Dr. Phelps inherited his robust physical frame from vigorous 
revolutionary stock. During a State Convention the year before he 
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passed away lie told us with some touches of humor of his early 
physical strength. He walked from Providence to Sufdeld, when a 
member of Brown University, partly because his mmney was scarce 
and partly to stretch out his limbs after a year at. college. When 
the workmen were laying the foundation stones of the present church 
at Suffield, he noticed that it required two men to put a certain 
stone in its place, and just to try his strength he lifted one of the 
same alone and carried it to its position. In his pulpit ministrations 
there was a massiveness of manner behind which was a delicacy of 
feeling which recalled the psalmist ’s words, ‘ ‘ Strength and beauty 
are in Thy Sanctuary.” 

As a preacher his twenty-eight years’ pastorate in New Haven 
left a distinctive and elevating mark upon the denomination in our 
state. There was in the mental make-up of our friend a definite poetic 
vein. This found expression in several hymns, one of which es- 
pecially is a rich and probably lasting contribution to hymnology. 
Its first verse reads: 

‘ ‘ Saviour, Thy dying love 
Thou gavest me. 

Nor should I aught withhold. 

Dear Lord, from Thee. 

In love niy soul would bow. 

My heart fulfill its vow. 

Some off; ’ring bring Thee now. 

Something for Thee. ’ ’ 

Dr. Phelps was once visiting Edinborough, a stranger in the city. 
Entering one of the churches, I think on Sunday evening, the first 
hymn to which he listened was this one from his own pen. His con- 
tributions to literature were in other directions quite considerable. 
He became editor and proprietor of the Christian Secretary, after the 
death of Eev. E. Cushman, conducting the paper with ability for 
several years. Three volumes of original poems were published by him, 
besides his volume of prose on the Holy Land which passed through 
nine editions. Dr. Phelps was a stalwart and noble figure in our 
recent history. Always consistent and trustworthy, he commanded 
the respect and honor of Christians of every name, and together 
with his accomplished wife has left an enduring influence upon all 
the vital interests of our growth and prestige. 

It remains, to gather up a few lessons from this review of the 
past fifty years: , 

The history of our denomination in the period covered by the 
fifty years now closing has been noted for significant changes within 
the body itself, and corresponding modifications in its recognized 
place by the fraternal organizations of Protestantism. In this

period it lias come to a new consciousness of itself, and has thus 
entered upon new measures of self-respecting dignity in service, and 
enlarged sense of its fundamental and necessary place in the brother- 
hood of Christian churches. The breadth and compass of our work, 
as an organized body of believers, pledged to emphasize neglected 
truths, in the primitive heritage of truth, has been disclosed as 
never before in the modern period. Our position respecting the ini- 
tial rite of admission to the church has during, the period under 
review been confirmed by the scholarship of leading teachers in the 
universities of Europe and America. For reasons of eloquent sym- 
bolism, as well as for the truth’s sake, we owe a firm and unwaver- 
ing testimony respecting baptism to our fellow Christians. While 
this is true, it has been our misfortune to be misunderstood with 
reference to this. The modern Baptist registers the extent of his 
advance from the position of his fathers in the faith, by his refusal 
to be considered simply as the apologist for the primitive mode of 
baptism. He recognizes a definite cleavage between the revealed 
will of God as authority in all matters of belief and the uncer- 
tain testimony of tradition. Our main position today involves the 
adoption of the Bible as 

The Exclusive Authority 

in matters of belief and life. Other Christian organizations accept 
the Bible. The Baptist does more. He accepts it alone, to the 
absolute exclusion of other sources of authority. He will allow no 
other stream to color the water which flows from this original Divine 
fountain. We do not ignore the lessons of church history, in the 
interval between the time of the planting of the Christian church 
and the present. We fail to find, however, any reliable concensus 
of faith,” in the corrupted and tortuous stream of tradition. The 
opinions of the Fathers are not harmonious; the decrees of councils 
are contradictory. Hence the Bible must judge both. Says Dr. 
Francis Wayland; ”To a Baptist, all appeals to the Fathers, or to 
antiquity, or general practice, in the early centuries or in later 
times, are irrelevant and frivolous.” He asks for Divine authority 
as his guide in all matters of religion, and if this be not produced, 
his answer is, “In vain do ye worship God, teaching for doctrines 
the commandments of men.” Our quest for the unity of faith is 
more successful when we look for it among the obscure and de- 
spised ‘‘reformers before the Eeformation,” like the “poor men of 
Lyons,” than when we turn to the great hierarchy whose shadow 
darkens so much of the history of the Christian centuries. But even 
“these hidden ones of faith” must be tested by Holy Scripture. In 
our position with reference to the supremacy of the Scriptures, of 
course we are brought into direct issue with the Eomanist. He 
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affirms unequivocally that they "are not the sole standard, and that 
God gives to the world from time. to time, through Popes and Coun- 
cils, new communications of truth.” The accretions which the 
Roman church had allowed to gather about the original body of re- 
vealed truth became in the sixteenth century so otfensive to the 
common moral Judgment of mankind, that Luther ’s manly protest 
initiated a Eeforniation which changed the moral aspect of Europe, 
and whose momentum survives with cumulative power today. But 
that Eeforniation is not concluded. Beliefs and practices linger in 
Protestant churches which rest upon tradition alone. The Baptist 
rejects any and all of these. His position is easily understood. He 
gives hospitality to every truth of Scripture. He challenges what- 
ever cannot trace its origin to this source. Archbishop Hughes, 
the astute Eoman prelate of New York, said to a Presbyterian min- 
ister, "We have no controversy with you; our controversy is 
with the Baptists.” The Baptist is pledged, as far as in him lies, 
to prosecute the work of the Eeformation, until the church shall 
return to the simple forms it possessed nnder the Apostles chosen by 
our Lord Himself. In the entire course of revelation, we trace a 
noteworthy connection between ethics and the keeping of specific 
commandments. The law given by Moses was hedged about with 
sanctions of immeasurable gravity. If law without penalty is mere- 
ly good advice, and powerless to insure obedience, the Old Testa- 
ment law came with golden bribes for the obedient in one hand, 
and in the other definite and inevitable retributions for the diso- 
bedient. 

In a public assembly in Germany, several years since, a speaker 
representing the Protestant position of the time said. We are not on 
the way to Canossa. ’ ’ The intelligent Baptist recognizes no back- 
ward movement which would pause where Henry IV waited 
in 1077 the forgiveness of the Pope for three days in the cold of 
winter, a suppliant and barefoot. Our mission is rather to summon 
the Church to the mold and organization given it by its Divine 
Master. 


Foreign and Home Missions. 

Certain providential events falling into the first quarter of the 
nineteenth century affected in very great degrees the growth of the 
denomination in the succeeding years of that century. The change 
of views on the part of Dr. Adoniram Judson, in 1813, respecting 
baptism, and his subsequent identification with the newly formed 
American Baptist Missionary Union, gave a powerful impetus to the 
cause of missions among us. The impulse lasting unto the present 
time has borne abundant fruit in the establishment of prosperous 
Mission Stations over large areas of the heathen world. We are by 
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definite character a missionary people. The quickened heart of our 
widespread churches responds ever to the appeal unceasingly made 
to it in behalf of the darkened races of men. From the ranks of our 
membership every year men and women press forward to serve in 
the places of those falling in the foreign field. 

The unparalleled expansion of our territorial area has been an 
effective stimulus to the home mission spirit among us. In the valley 
of the Mississippi, by the edge and in the centers of almost illimit- 
able and fertile prairies, churches have risen as if by magic, and 
countless communities of men and women friendly to our New Testa- 
ment conceptions now worship with joyous freedom of spirit. The 
names of the early home missionaries, the noble pathfinders of our 
faith, are cherished with liveliest gratitude. Names like those of 
John M. Peck and Adoniram Judson are cheiished with equal respect 
as men sent of God, one to the home field, and the other to foreign 
lands. 


Preaching and, Evangelism. 

During fifty years now closing, the pulpit standards of 
our people have manifestly shown great improvement, without serious 
detriment to the evangelical tone of our pastors. Our people hunger 
for ‘ ‘ the holy bread of preaching. ’ ’ Many of our pastors are practi- 
cally evangelists, with the ability and disposition to serve their 
brethren in extra religious meetings, and to act as counsellors in 
times of unusual religious interest. Such times form part of the 
habitual expectation of the majority of our churches. The settled 
order of our organic church life is thus reciprocally co-operative with 
the free spirit of evangelism. The conservative body is thus kept 
from stagnation, and on the other side, the outgoing interest for sal- 
vation beyond it is moderated and chastened by the permanent and 
compact forms of the church. We have been largely and enthusias- 
tically responsive to the wave of recent interest in the study of the 
Bible. The old designation of the Sunday School has given way to 
the Bible School, and the area of instruction has widened to include 
all ages and conditions as pupils. There is a growing tendency to 
bring under habitual instruction in the best elements of Biblical 
knowledge every member of onr churches. The stimulus of the 
“new education” in secular institutions is reacting as a definite in- 
spiration upon spiritual instruction in the church, and is already 
raising up teachers with ample equipment, to put the methods of 
church instruction on a level with the highest methods of the college 
and seminary. 
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The Educational Advance. 

In the planting and endowment of schools and colleges of var- 
ious grades, the years under review disclose remarkable progress. 
While this has been due in part to the pressing needs of new and in- 
viting fields in the middle and remoter west, it also reveals a quick- 
ened and pervasive sense in the very heart of the denomination re- 
specting the elemental facts of liberal education. The large and con- 
stant outlay of money, and the development of new gifts among us, 
in the faculties of our growing institutions, indicate a position in 
these respects quite abreast of the ripest thought of the age. While 
we have in the focal light of the new day only renewed confidence in 
the integrity of all portions of the Bible, we welcome the Christo- 
centric tendency of modern scholarship and give warm recognition to 
the movement to assign our sacred books to a conspicuous place in 
the study of literature. The features of our polity are such that we 
have everything to hope from the most thoroughgoing and many- 
sided investigation of the literary bases of our faith. If there have 
been instances of painful defection from the main bulwarks of our 
faith, we have not become aware of a large following into untried 
paths, or a large preference for the new because of its novelty. And 
yet the instructed scribe is honored who brings forth out of his 
sacred treasure things new and old. 

Attitude Toward Socialism. 

Our people recognize a distinctive and imperative socialism in 
the teaching of Christ. The constituency of our churches is very 
considerably found in the ranks of labor. It would be impossible for 
us to ignore the burning questions which emerge in our time, respect- 
ing rights and duties as between the world’s work and the world’s 
wealth. The solvent of the complexities created in our day is the 
spirit of Christ ruling in the heart of the worker as well as in that 
of the employer. Hence our pulpits give a cordial acceptance to 
themes which discuss the rights of labor. We heed the bitter cry of 
children wronged by mercenary capital, and insist upon the steward- 
ship conception of wealth so clearly stated in the New Testament. 
While much remains to be won from the possessors of large estate 
among us, we recognize in a goodly number the disposition practically 
to hold money as a trufet for the public good. 

The Outlook. 

Our place has changed from one of reluctant toleration to one 
of hearty approval and intelligent valuation. We are Protestants 
among Protestants. On the firing line we keep our wakeful vigil. 
Against the danger of a false liberalism and in advocacy of the 
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majesty of definite precepts and statutes, we are now assigned, be- 
cause better understood, our true vocation in tlie confederation of 
Christian bodies. 

Under the New Testament dispensation, new institutions were 
organized, and new duties defined. These were not left to the un- 
certain chances of oral tradition, but were committed to the fixed 
forms of a written language. The Greek tongue, like the ancient ark 
overlaid with gold, contains our priceless covenant. We receive it 
as a sacred trust. And as it would have been an act of sacrilege for 
a Jew to have changed one phrase in the ten words of their covenant, 
it seems no less so for us to modify any commandment of our Lord. 
A great poet interprets the spirit of Christ’s commission to us as 
Baptist believers when he says: 

‘'Hold thou the Good; define it well. 

For fear Divine Philosophy 

Should push beyond the mark and be 

Procuress to the Lords of hell.” 

Rev. P. S. Evans, D.D., led in prayer. 

After singing “Saviour, Thy Dying Love,’-’ Rev. Gr. M. 
Stone, D.D., pronounced the benediction and the convention 
adjourned till 2.30 p. m. 

TUESDAY AFTERNOON. 

The Convention reassembled at 2.45 p. m. with President 
Thompson in the chair. 

Rev. Wm. Smith led in the devotional service ; after sing- 
ing “Stand Up, Stand Up for Jesus,” Psalm 103 wa.s read re- 
sponsively and Mr. Smith led in player. 

Under the leadership of Rev. A. B. Coats, D.D., represent- 
atives of the varied work of the Convention spoke of the 
work. 

Rev. N. E. Valerius said: “It is sad that the work of the 
Baptists for 'the Swedish people should have been so long de- 
layed, but we have eight Baptist churches. Our Swedish 
people come from a region where socialism is prevalent ; but 
there is so much the more need for the work. The American 
churches can help us even more by Christian lives and sym- 
pathy than by the gift of money.” 
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Rev. I. W. Reed told of the advance of the work in the 
colored chnrch of Waterbnry, and then brought the greet- 
ings of the 2,000 colored Baptists in the state. “We want to 
join with yon in all work for the uplift of mankind.” 

Rev. A. di Domenica showed that the Baptists have an 
advantage in working for the Italians, for when they leave 

the church of Rome they want to go to the extreme opposite. 

. ♦ 

“We have baptized ten people the past year, and it means 
much to win these people from Rome. We love the flag of 
onr adopted country, and want to see it honored. ’ ’ 

Rev. G. Schenk said that the German work in onr land 
has assumed large proportions, for there are over 30,000 
German Baptists. For the present we should give them the 
gospel in their own tongue ; but by and by the German immi- 
gration will cease, and the children will speak the English 
tongue well, and then they will naturally enter into the 
English Baptist churches. 

Voted, That the report of the Board of Trustees be ac- 
cepted and printed in the minutes.

Rev. Frederick Lent, Ph.D., presented the report on 
Christian Stewardship. 
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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON CHRISTIAN STEWARDSHIP. 

The benevolence of our churches should, be developed, for the 
sake of the members of the churches. Every attempt to increase the 
offerings should be in the spirit of the apostle, who said, "We seek 
not yours, but you. ’ ’ Small gifts indicate leanness of soul, and souls 
spiritually lean, like Pharaoh ’s kine, devour all for self, without be- 
coming fatter. ■ 

The needs of Christ’s work demand larger oft'erings. In this age 
of vast enterprises involving investments of millions, the grandest 
undertaking of earth, the evangelization of the world, should not be 
hampered by our meanness. We have adequate resources for sustain- 
ing all the work, but the mine must be worked, the field must be tilled. 
We lack, not wealth, but spirituality, and system. 

The only method, then, open to a Christian in securing larger 
gifts is to ciiltivate the sense of stewardship. The next great doctrine 
destined to come to the front is, that we are stewards of God’s money. 
The movement under way for the proclamation of this truth is a sig- 
nificant indication that the next great revival of religion will be 
centered about the preaching of the doctrine of stewardship. This 
will be a genuine revival, too, for it will involve a feqling of obliga- 
tion motived by love. The sense of stewardship is not legalism, the 
niggardly reluctant doling out of tithes but the outpour of gifts be- 
cause of deeper spirituality. If we love as Mary did, like her, we do 
what we can. If like the woman who loved much because she was 
much forgiven, if like her, we love much, we lavish what we have 
upon our Lord. Our religious life is superficial until we do 
feel our obligation as God’s stewards, arid discharge our steward- 
ship from a motive of love. Therefore the forward movement in 
teaching the doctrine is in reality the endeavor to beget a better 
quality of life in our churches. It is not so much a campaign for 
money as for deeper spirituality. The gaining of a fuller religious 
life will solve our financial problems. 

This is a favorable time for undertaking afresh, and with new 
vigor, the work of teaching Christian stewardship. We are on the 
eve of a new era of great prosperity. Now as income increases, the 
danger is that selfishness also grows. Larger wages usually mean 
greater expenditures on our own selves. This tendency must be met 
by thorough teaching on the question of stewardship. Our giving is 
always determined more by our spirituality than by our prosperity. 
The deep poverty of a Christian may abound unto the riches of his 
liberality, if first of all he gives himself to the Lord. During the 
financial depression of the past year some churches increased their 
offerings because they are revived. 

The apportionment plan adopted by our Northern Baptist Con- 
vention gives new occasion for pushing the forward movement in 
stewardship. We have something definite for which to work. Every 
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State should have holy pride in raising its share. Every church 
should be ambitious to furnish its part. St. Paul tried to spur on 
the Macedonians in giving, by citing the readiness of Achaia, and 
Achaia's zeal did stir up very many of them. The apportionment 
plan should arouse a holy ambition in every Northern Baptist’s 
heart, that his church and his state be not behind in the matter. Do 
the amounts suggested by our committee seem large? Brethren, we 
can pay our share out of the superfluity. Tenfold more must be 
asked, before the Master can say of Connecticut, as he did of the 
widow, ‘ ‘ she hath cast in all she had, even all her living. ’ ’ 

Believing that this is an opportune time for undertaking seriously 
the education of our churches in the doctrine of Christian steward- 
ship, your committee recommends that the Convention appropriate 
one hundred dollars for the use of the committee on Christian Stew- 
ardship for this coming year, in the distribution of literature bearing 
on the question. Our ^ommittee should be enabled to do what was 
done by the Pennsylvania Committee last year, in keeping the matter 
constantly before the pastors and the churches. 

We further recommend that every church attempt to introduce 
the system of weekly contributions to missions, as well as to church 
expenses. 

We recommend that the churches of our state, in common with all 
the churches of our Northern Baptist Convention, observe the week 
beginning Nov. 15, 1908, as Stewardship week.

D. Reid, chairman of the Committee on State 
of Religion in the Churches, presented the report. 

EEPOET OF COMMITTEE ON THE STATE OF THE CHUECHES. 

Notwithstanding the opinion expressed by the report of last 
year, we shall not make great use of statistics, because no figures 
can show the real condition, and because they sometimes “use the 

truth with parsimonious frugality.” 

Though we are called to be saints,” we can hardly claim, as 
yet, to have reached that blissful state, and there may be churches 
dead enough to require the sounding of the last trump to rouse them. 
Indeed, one brother reporting from his section of the state, says “We 
are not dead in this end of the state; but arie so sound asleep that a 
little child could not tell the difference.” But this is not a general 
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condition. From this same section comes the message late ^‘The 
state of religion is good, is encouraging, is manifesting itself in prac- 
tical service.’’ The Baptist churches of the state as a whole are 
not only not asleep hut are much alive, and give promise of a prosper- 
ous future. 

In our view their condition is more than hopeful, — ^it is such as to 
give good reason for courage, because something has been done to 
furnish a foundation for future effort. What is true of the Conven- 
tion churches is true of the churches in general, and the large pro- 
portion of the additions have been by baptism. It is true that 
special evangelistic effort has had much to do with bringing these re- 
sults; some sections, as New Haven and Meriden, with adjoining 
towns, and the Naugatuck valley as far as Seymour, have had the 
services of the Chapman workers, and our State Secretary and Evan- 
■ gelist have most faithfully labored in different fields. But we be- 
lieve the results show that all these etforts have been normal and 
healthy, manifestations of the Holy Spirit’s will through human in- 
strumentality. And what is a New Testament church, as we claim 
a Baptist church to be, if it is not evangelistic, continually spreading 
the truths of salvation among men? This is the why of the church 
in the world. Not to shelter from the east winds of uusympathizing 
godlessness a few thin-blooded and feeble saints until the dear Lord 
shall see fit to remove them to the soft climate and fair fields of 
paradise, but to train men and women to endure hardness “as good 
soldiers of Jesus Christ,” that they may be aggressive workers in an- 
nouncing ' ‘ the . glorious gospel of the blessed God, ’ ’ giving men the 
opportunity to receive salvation, which is through Christ alone. 

The Baptist churches of the state have shown much of this spirit 
during the past year, and the response to appeals has been so ready 
and fervent, that evangelistic work would undoubtedly have shown 
itself without these special efforts. The faithful labors of the pastors, 
unassisted, save by the Holy Spirit, would have accomplished much. 

But, while the number of additions is an encouraging witness, it 
is the general testimony that, even better than this, is the fact that 
many churches have been brought to an expression of spiritual living 
f^uch as they have not known for a long period. This has been so 
ready and so natural, that, in some communities at least, an atmos- 
phere has been created which has made it easy to do evangelistic 
work. We recognize the truth that it ought always to be easy for the 
I disciples of Jesus to give His message to needy men. Yet sometimes 
there is an attitude of these same needy ones which makes all ap- 
proach to them difficult, or of little profit. It is, therefore, a great 
gain when conditions are such that men freely respond to advances in 
the interest of their souls, and it makes hopeful effort in their behalf. 

This, as we have said, has been the case in various communi- 
ties, and has been productive of a quickened life in the churches, as 
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well as in bringing souls into the Kingdom. For believers bave 
realized that they can express what is really a normal manifestation 
of the new life they have received, and the readiness of men to 
listen has had upon them something of the effect which followed 
the Master’s words to the man with a withered hand. There has been 
a decided quickening among the laymen in interest for missions, and 
in personal work for souls. A New Testament church cannot be too 
evangelistic so long as there is need of evangelization, and it should 
have a care that it does not settle down to give its attention too 
much to social and civic reforms. These will come as results of the 
reception of the Gospel of our Lord, — or certainly as an effect .of the 
teaching which should follow the inculca,tion of the truth of salvation 
for the whole life through Jesus Christ. 

Let, then, the gospel be incessantly preached, a gospel which 
recognizes men as lost sinners whom only divine grace can save, and 
we sliall assemble year after year with great occasion for rejoicing. 
The favor with which God has blessed the efforts of the past year, 
and the appreciation, shown by those outside the denomination, of 
our endeavors to make good the loss of funds, should so strengthen 
the denominational backbone, that we shall walk uprightly as loyal to 
“the faith once delivered to the Saints,” and shall show in an ag- 
gressive evangelism the true character of New Testament Christians. 

What God has enabled ua to do is but a promise of larger things 
in store. Its realization depends on us.

EEPOET OF COMMITTEE ON OBITUAEIES.

In scanning the files of the “Connecticut Baptist Annual,” your 
committee finds that to the Eev. S. G. Hastings has fallen the task 
of collating and editing the obituaries of this convention for several 
years since. He was a pastmaster in the art — at once both difficult 
and delicate — and we regret his removal from our committee at the 
eleventh hour; compelled by domestic expediency. The present report 
is almost wholly the work of Mr. Hastings in its substance and scope. 
“If I were a writer of books” says Montaigne, “I would compile 
a register of the various deaths of good men; and it could not but be 
useful, for who should teach men to die would at the same time 
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teach them to live.” But such a ‘'register” would be unspeakably 
gloomy and wyetched save for the hope of immortality in Christ. We 
believe that we are born for a higher destiny than that of earth; and 
that there is a realm where the rainbow never fades, where the stars 
will spread before us like islands that slumber on the ocean, and 
where we shall see the King in his beauty and ‘ ‘ flourish in immortal 
youth. ’ ’ 


, Hon. Carnot O. Spencer. 

Connecticut Baptists have sustained a great loss in the death of 
Hon. Carnot O. Spencer, who passed away at his home in Hartford, 
Sunday evening, June 21, at the age of 76 years. Mr. Spencer was at 
the time of his death School Fund Commissioner of the State. A na- 
tive of Essex, he was graduated at the Connecticut Literary Institu- 
tion at Sufifield, and was for a number of years in business in his 
native town, serving during the time in nearly all the public offices 
in the town, and also as a member of the House of Eepresentatives 
and of the Senate of the State. July 1, 1881, he was appointed chief 
clerk in the State School Fund office and removed to Hartford and 
became member of First Church. The remaining twenty-seven years 
of his life were devoted to this department, first as clerk and then as 
commissioner, and the ability, integrity and faithfulness displayed 
in these offices gained him the respect and honor of the people 
throughout the State. Mr. Spencer also occupied many positions of 
trust and honor in Baptist affairs, being a member of the board of 
trustees of thp Connecticut Literary Institution and of the Baptist 
State Convention, and also president of the convention for several 
years at a critical tinje in its history. He was also active in Baptist 
affairs of national breadth. In his private life and public and de- 
nominational services, Mr. Spencer carried in a marked degree the con- 
fidence and honor and regard of all who knew him. He was of the 
highest type of citizenship and sincerely interested and active in pro- 
moting causes which minister to the welfare of mankind. He was 
twice married; the first time to Miss Marie J. Fuller, daughter of 
Gamaliel Fuller of Sufifield, who died in 1900, and to Miss Josephine C. 
Williams, who survives him. 

Truly we may borrow for him the epitaph of the lamented 
President Garfield: 


“Life’s race well run. 
Life ’s work well done, 
Life’s crown well won, 
Now comes rest.” 
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James Goodwin Hastings. 

James Goodwin Hastings, deacon of the First Baptist Church of 
Sufl&eld, was born in that town Dec. 16, 1822, and died there on July 
2, 1908. He was of the seventh generation in descent from Thomas 
Hastings, who came to America from England in 1634, and settled at 
Watertown, Mass. He was of the fifth generation from Joseph Hast- 
ings, the first of the family in Sufideld, who settled in the town in 
1726, and in 1769 took a leading part in organizing the First Baptist 
Church of the place. He had served the Church as deacon twenty-five 
years to a day. He was the oldest person and his death the first 
death in a family circle including thirty-three persons, among whom 
were his children, grandchildren and great-grandchildren. Though 
living for seventy years at a distance of two miles from the Church, 
he was very punctual and faithful in his attendance upon its meet- 
ings, not often failing to attend the covenant meeting on the Satur- 
day afternoon preceding the first Sunday of the month. In the closing 
days of his life his mind was serene and his hope of heaven was not 
dimmed by any least shadow of doubt. 

Mrs. Mary J. Higgins. 

Mrs. Mary J. Higgins, beloved wife of Eev. J. W. Higgins, Pastor 
of the Eastford and Westford Churches, died of catarrh of the 
stomach at her home. North Ashford, Conn., Jan. 3, 1908. Mrs. Hig- 
gins was the fourth daughter of Nelson and Deborah Williams of 
Pugwash, N. S. She was born in that place in 1844. A descendant 
of Eoger Williams, the religious vein of her noted ancestor was trans- 
mitted to her. She was accustomed to say that she could not remem- 
ber when she did not love God. At the age of fourteen years she was 
baptized by Eev. E. F. Foshay and united with the Baptist Church 
and lived a consistent life until death. Mrs. Higgins was a great 
lover of music and when in good health possessed a strong, clear 
voice, which was always heard in the church choir in whatever town 
she might chance to reside. She was a woman of deep religious feel- 
ing and humility. Her greatest desire was to serve her Saviour whom 
she loved. 

In a quiet grave in Bloomfield cemetery our sister awaits the 
angel’s trump at the morning of the crowning day. Meantime her 
infiuence lives on and her children rise up and call her blessed. 

Eev. D. C. Smith. 

Eev. D. C. Smith, who suddenly passed away during the State 
Convention at Albert Lea, Minn., Oct. 31, 1907, was born in Niantic, 
Conn., in February, 1838. He began his seafaring life at the age of 
twelve and followed the sea till he was thirty years old. During the 
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Civil War lie was a pilot in the coast service around New York. He 
left the sea to take up work among the seamen’ in New York City. 
He was then a Congregationalist and the work which he carried on 
was non-denominational. Later he accepted the position of a city 
missionary in Norwich, Conn., and was associated with Dr. J. D. Herr, 
pastor of the Central Baptist Church. He was ordained in Milwau- 
kee when about forty years of age. He served as pastor in several 
Baptist Churches in Wisconsin. He was pastor at Pierre, So. Dakota, 
twice, from which place he moved in August to Pipestone, Minn. He 
was married to Mrs. B. Boorman, sixteen years ago in Mauston, Wis., 
where his body was laid to rest. 

Miss Almira E. Westcott. 

Miss Almira E. Westcott of Danielson, Conn., after an illness of 
nearly three years, peacefully passed away on Sunday evening, March 
15, 1908. 

Miss Westcott was born in East Killingly, Conn., on March 20, 
1834, the daughter of Henry and Almira Westcott. She was a de- 
scendant of Stukeley W^estcott, who was associated with Eoger Wil- 
liams in the founding of the First Baptist Church in Providence. 
The traditions of her family were very dear to her and she became a 
member of the Daughters of the American Devolution. At the age 
of 14 she gave her heart to Christ and united with the East Killingly 
Baptist Church. Some time afterwards the family removed to Dan- 
ielson, where ishe, with her father, mother and brother, became charter 
members of the newly organized Baptist Church, and were largely in- 
strumental in building the church edifice. For forty years she sang 
in the choir, and had a large interest in the church’s welfare. She 
was a generous contributor to its support and gave not only to state, 
home and foreign missions, but in her quiet, unassuming way in many 
ways known only to her Lord and the needy. She was the last mem- 
ber of her immediate family, but many memorials will long remain 
which will bear witness to her generous beneficence.

Moses Jones. 

Moses Jones of New Haven, Conn., was born in slavery about 75 
years ago in the State of Virginia. He never knew his father and had 
only scant remembrances of his mother. He was from earliest child- 
hood Godfearing, industrious and honest. He became a cook in the 
army and in that capacity served during the Civil War, later being 
pensioned by the H. S. Government. Through exposure and neglect 
during those fateful four years he was made a rheumatic cripple for 
life. After the war he settled in New Haven. He was baptized and 
received into the fellowship of the Grand Ave. Church, New Haven, 
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by Rev. Dr. E. C. Sage in December, 3891. He was beloved by all 
in the Church for his intelligence, philanthropy and kindness. His 
great delight was to bring the old and infirm people to Church on 
Communion Sabbath in his own carriage, which he kept for 15 years; 
also to visit the aged sick and carry to them flowers, fruit and money 
as occasion suggested. He died suddenly on Feb. 10, 1907, and was 
buried from the church with military honors. Having no known rela- 
tives or dependents he bequeathed his all to God’s work; a house and 
property valued at $3,000 to the Grand Ave. Church, and a cash 
legacy of $500 to the Connecticut Baptist Education Society. This 
is probably the most unique case in the history of Connecticut Baptist 
Convention: a poor colored slave-boy living to become a pillar in a 
white Baptist Church to bestow his goods to feed the poor from the 
storehouse of Christian knowledge. 


Rev. Charles Hovey Brown. 

Rev. Charles Hovey Brown, son of Gilbert C. and Nancy (Hovey) 
Brown, was born in Boston, Mass., April 24, 1858, and died in Sax- 
ton’s River, Vt., July 23, 1908. Mr. Brown was educated in the 
schools of his native city, graduating in the department of civil en- 
gineering in the Massachusetts Institute of Technology in 1880. He 
was engaged in railroad construction for several years in the west 
but in the fall of 1887, being persuaded that he was called of God 
to preach the Gospel, he entered Newton Theological Seminary, from 
which he graduated three years later. In October, 1889, he was or- 
dained to the work of the ministry and settled over the Church at 
Willington, in this state. His pastorate of ten years in this excel- 
lent country church is a blessed memory to all who were permitted 
to sit under his preaching. 

One who knew him well during this time writes of him: ‘‘Every 
one who knew Mr. Brown will agree that he lived among men simply 
and faithfully the life of the Master whom he served. No one ever 
saw him angry; he never made an unkind or bitter speech; he never 
flattered or praised unduly; if hurt or grieved he never retaliated. 
His sermons were deep and powerful and forcibly delivered.” Dur- 
ing his pastorate at Willington he married Mrs. Ida M. Bronson, 
daughter of Mr. Geo. A. Cosgrove. In 1900 he resigned to accept a 
call to Saxton’s River, Vt., where he died greatly mourned by all 
who knew him.

EEPOET OF HISTOEICAL COMMITTEE. 

Eev. P. S. Evans, D.D., has passed over his mannscript of the His- 
tory of the Convention; and it was hoped that we might have at 
least the sample pages to put before this body at this meeting; but 
disappointment is ours as well as yours. Hon. Carnot O. Spencer, had 
a.great deal of interest in this work, and his sickness and death made 
it necessary for the work to be delayed till the Executive Committee 
appointed Eev. G. M. Stone, D.I)., and Eev. S. G. Hastings to assist in 
preparing the manuscript for the press. Before it was possible for 
the Committee to do its work, Mrs. Hastings’ health required Mr. 
Hastings’ departure to Southern California, so that very little has 
been done to the work. It now remains for this body to make such 
♦arrangements as shall seem best. 

In the history of the East Lyme Church your committee found a 
reference to delegates sent from the Baptist Church in Canterbury in 
Aug., 1752. Your committee has made some effort to find a record of 
that Baptist Church; but thus far has found no record of a Church 
called a Baptist Church at that date. There is, however, ou record 
quite a full account of a “Separate Church” in which there was a 
great deal of Baptist preaching by Baptist ministers; and your com- 
mittee feels that in all probability the Baptist Church, mentioned in 
the History of the East Lyme Church, was this Separate Church. 

Canterbury was among the first towns in Connecticut swept by 
the “Great Awakening” of 1740-41. At this time Elisha and Solomon 
Paine, two prominent citizens, were aroused to spread the good news, 
but they were not authorized by the State to do so. The people of 
Canterbury were largely given to this new idea, and continued to pray 
and exhort in defiance of the enactment of the General Assembly which 
declared such a thing unlawful. 

The Standing Order went so far as to have Col. Dyer attend the 
service one Lord’s Day, and call upon the constable to do his office; 
but the people replied, ‘ ‘ Get thee behind me Satan, ’ ’ and the trouble 
continued. 

Aug. 7, 1744, the Separate Church formally withdrew from the 
Society, and adopted the house of Samuel Wadsworth as their place 
of worship. Soon the Standing Order had Elisha Paine and Benajah 
Douglass arrested and imprisoned for a short time in the Windham 
jail. 

In 1746 there was a partial recognition effected between the two 
bodies; by this, the Separatists kept the records of the original 
Church, and the communion service was divided between the two 
bodies. 
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Jolin Cleveland attended the services while a student at Yale, 
and was called upon to confess his sin; he justified himself on the 
ground that he was a member of the Church, and that it was attended 
by a majority of the Church, including his own father; but in spite of 
this he was expelled from Yale for attending the services; his brother 
was also expelled from Yale on the same charge; but finally both of 
them were allowed to take their degrees. 

For several years there was a rapid growth of this body, and they 
built a meeting-house north of Canterbury Green. After 1768 the 
Society grew weaker; and in 1788 moved the meeting-house to Uie 
north part of the town, and soon after 1800 it was allowed to fall in 
pieces.

EEPOET OF THE COMMITTEE ON NEW CHUECHES. 

Your committee presents the names of two churches that have 
been organized or recognized by council since our last annual meet- 
ing. 

The Second Baptist Church of Mansfield was organized in May, 
1907, and recognized last November by a council of pastors and dele- 
gates from Ashford Association. 

As this Church failed to make application for membership to the 
Ashford Association your committee cannot recommend it for mem- 
bership in the Convention. 

The Memorial Church of Bridgeport, Eev. Geo. C. Sauer, pastor, 
was incorporated April 18, 1908; was recognized by council June 18th 
and received into the Fairfield Association at Easton, Sept. 23d. 

Constituted with 35 members, it now numbers 55. 

The Bible School average attendance for the past four months is 

104.' 

They have a beautiful house of worship, valued at $12,000, free 
of debt. There is a large constituency and a splendid future. 

Your committee commend this church for favorable action.

President Thompson welcomed Rev. Gr. C. Saner as the 
representative of the new chnreh in Bridgeport, and in 
behalf of the Convention extended to him as the represent- 
ative the right hand of fellowship. 
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As chairman of the committee on Evangelistic Work, 
Kev. C. K. Flanders presented the report. 

EEPOET OF THE COMMITTEE ON EVANGELISTIC WOEK. 

The Church of our Lord Jesus is a ‘‘going concern.” That is a 
term in law that can properly be applied to organized Christian 
activity. A Church without the “ Go ” of the Gospel has neither 
power nor authority. Without the “Go” she can not rightfully lay 
claim to the “Lo.” “Go” and “Lo” were united in holiest wed- 
lock by our Divine Lord; and divorce here is but another term for 
death. “Go with my Gospel to everybody everywhere, and make 
disciples, and ‘lo’ I am with you all the days,” is Christ’s command 
with promise. And the fulfilling of the promise never precedes the 
command. 

In order, therefore, to assure His disciples of the Heavenly char- 
acter of their commission, and the boundlessness of their resources. 
He gathered them about Him arid said, “As my Father hath sent me 
even so I send you.” His motive was to be their motive; His mis- 
sion their mission; He came to seek and save the lost. This was to 
be their business; and His power was to be their capital. The history 
of lapse and revival in all our church life is a revelation of the con- 
ciousness or unconsciousness of' that commission in the minds of God’s 
people. Consciousness of it precedes “times of refreshing from the 
presence of the Lord.” Unconsciousness is followed by non-produc- 
tivity. 

Among the many gifts from God to the saints, four are impres- 
sively enumerated by Paul in his letter to the Ephesians, — And He 
gave some apostles, and some prophets, and some evangelists, and 
some pastors and teachers for the perfecting of the saints in the 
work of the ministry, unto the work of building up of the body of 
Christ. Together they were to labor to bring the saints to a com- 
plete equipment for their ministry. 

It can be said without fear of contradiction, that Connecticut 
Baptists, in common with their brethren of other states, see nothing 
abnormal in placing the evangelist in this category of the potent 
factors in the perfecting processes. Even those pastors and churches 
which believe in, and present in their methods, an all-the-year-round 
evangelism, have often been the most enthusiastic to welcome from 
the outside, this aid which the evangelists bting. That such aid has 
been received is shown by the large ingatherings reported as results 
from evangelistic missions held among our churches during the pa-st 
year. 

Not a few of our churches have felt a thrill of new life and hope 
produced by the Chapman Simultaneous campaigns; and the brethren

of New Haven, Wallingford, Meriden, Ansonia, Skelton and else- 
wkere bear testimony to the uplift received. New London and near- 
by towns are rejoicing in a great blessing from tke union meetings 
under Evangelist Taylor. 

For tke most of tke year your evangelist kas been alone. Pre- 
cious seasons kave been enjoyed at East Lyme, Canton, Tariffville, 
Wkite Hills, Putnam, Winsted, Torrington, Norwich, Central, First, 
and Third Churches, South Woodstock, Fitckville, Moodus, Mont- 
ville, Bozrah and Memorial Bridgeport. From some of these churches 
have come invitations for return engagements for the coming season. 
Other invitations indicate fully occupied time until warm weather. 

If the interpretation of our Lord’s command given by onr spirit- 
ual leaders is accepted, that “the supreme business of the church is 
the salvation of souls,” then minor interest would seem to attach to 
what might be termed bi-products of these evangelistic missions. But 
given a church where this ideal is slumbering or dead, what might be 
a bi-product elsewhere would here become the principal output. 
Churches, like individuals, often grow self-conscious and depressed 
under the sense of a great need unsnpplied. The Holy Spirit, through 
a series of evangelistic meetings, may^ and often does, create soul- 
thirst — child hunger in hitherto barren lives. That may not be a re- 
sult for immediate recording, but there will be a harvest of eternal 
fruitage therefrom. Many pastors give happy testimony to such a 
new birth of power in their churches.. 

That a Sunday School should arise to a greater degree of effi- 
ciency through an evangelistic mission may be a bi-product of the 
meetings; conceit, however, might be charged to the evangelist who 
made such a claim f and yet a superintendent, eight months after such 
a mission in his church, said recently, that the attendance and inter- 
est in his school, since the meetings, had gone up at an angle of forty- 
five degrees, and was still rising. We repeat, that may be a bi-prod- 
uct; but might not any superintendent be justified in desiring a 
series of meetings with such a result in view as the chief asset? 

Again it may be but a bi-product that parents who have hitherto 
been unwilling that their children should enter into the church fam- 
ily, a place by every known reason in command, logic and experience, 
shown to be their rightful inheritance, should now enter sweetly and 
harmoniously into the desires of their children for church fellowship 
through baptism. This may be a bi-product but might not a pastor 
and people have just cause to pray for such a result from a breath of 
the Spirit of Jesus in evangelism? Such ingatherings have been wit- 
nessed this year, and parents have been heard with choking voices 
and flowing tears, giving thanks to our Heavenly Father for these 
blessings. 
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A xomig man influenced to give Ms life to tlie gospel ministry, 
a young woman brought to face her duty in the mission field, a min- 
ister bowing under a crushing burden lifted to a new sense of com- 
fort and joy, a superintendent at his wits’ end with a vital problem 
in his school, cheered as he witnesses the solution of that problem 
in a victorious work of Grace, — these, and many other resnlts of 
evangelistic campaigns, may be but bi-products; but, in the final 
analysis, are they not among the perfectings which evangelism, in 
conjunction with other gifts to the saints, must bring to the up- 
building body of Christ? 

Revivals should not be the spasmodic or incontinent things they 
are so often held to be. But every church should have, at least once 
each year, a period of waiting upon God for power in soul-winning. 
We need to “keep our hearts aglow, while the years are passing by.” 

Seed-sowing is essential; but there are times when harvesting is 
imperative. Much is said about the “man with the hoe,” but it is 
the man with the sickle who is wanted at the front. White fields 
still beckon reapers. 

If statistics are trustworthy concerning Connecticut’s popula- 
tion, that seven-tenths of it is foreign, then Providence is speaking 
in unmistakable voice as to the duty of our convention. Providence 
is sending to our communities many from other nations who should 
hear from us “the gospel in their own tongue.” Have we the faith 
and courage to respond to the call? 

Not so much a new net is needed, as a new place and time, and 
more hands, for the drawing. Refluent tides invite to new launchings. 

‘ ‘ There are fish in the depth of the sea. ’ ’ The Lord direct the 
catching.

REPORT OP COMMITTEE ON HOME AND FOREIGN MISSIONS. 

We are all mindful of the fact that when our Lord delivered 
His marching orders to the Church on earth, ‘ ‘ Go ye into all the 
world and disciple all the nations,” there was no distinction in His 
mind between “Home” and “Foreign Parts.” The service of dis- 
cipleship was to be AT HOMI^, “beginning at Jerusalem,” and it 
was to be ABROAD, even to the farthest possible point which man 
could reach from the place where God had put him, “unto the utter- 
most part of the earth.” And to every place between these points, 
we are debtors to preach the Gospel. 
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We need, as never before, to re-emphasize this fact, that the 
distinction of names, such as “Home” and “Foreign” is a matter 
of convenience; merely words to designate the direction of our feet 
when first we go forth to do the work assigned us, and by no means 
to indicate the point where our work may cease. No one who is a 
follower of the Lord Jesus can for a moment be sincere and justify 
an avowed preference for one at the expense and to the neglect of the 
other. It is all Missionary enterprise, ‘ ' the field is the world ’ ’ and 
all places on this earth are of equal distance to God. 

We need also to remind ourselves, again and again, that heathen 
religions, so-called, are not “good enough in their way.” They have 
no power whatever to rescue lost souls out of deepest darkness into 
light, and, however poetically we may describe these idolatrous 
systems as “broken lights of God,” the fact is, souls are dying in 
the bondage of sin, the darkness is great beyond telling, and we are 
set as the light of the world to carry to them true light from the 
throne of God. If we fail to shine into their darkness, as the Jews 
failed to bear the light for God to the nations surrounding them, we 
need beware lest God pluck our candlestick from its place and find 
another way, through another people, to carry His light to those who 
sit in darkness and in the shadow of death. 

Again, we need men and women, ambassadors of the King, who 
will become profoundly conscious of the fact that the Church of 
Christ is in debt to these for the Gospel, whether they be far or 
near, and that collectively and individually the Church is responsi- 
ble for the discharging of that debt, or must remain dishonest in the 
sight of God and accountable for the unpaid obligation to human 
souls entrusted by His commission to their care. 

Your committee has preferred to go for its figures to the records 
of the past five years and has discovered the following facts: 

In 1904, it was reported that during the period of twelve months 
then closed, only $300 additional over the previous year had been 
given by all the Churches for the work in the foreign field, and that 
there was a decrease during the same period in the gifts of the 
Churches for the Home Mission work amounting to $1,300. Starting 
from that report we find, that in the year 1904, 39 Churches failed to 
make any offering to the Home Mission Society and 40 failed to re- 
spond to the appeals of the American Baptist Missionary Union. Of 
these, six are Churches sending no report whatsoever. In 1905, 36 
failed to give to Home and 33 to Foreign, with six Churches again 
failing to make any report to the Convention. According to the 
records of 1906, 41 Churches ignored the Home Mission Society’s 
call and 45 passed by the American Baptist Missionary Union with- 
out a gift, though that year only four of these were Churches failing 
to make any report to our assembly. In last year’s report, 1907, the 
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case stood far worse; 49 failed to make an otfering to Foreign work, 
and an equal number, 49, gave nothing to the Home Field. Of these, 
only three Churches that year failed to send in any figures. 

Lest any one should imagine that these are Churches giving to 
the cause in other directions, as for instance to the Women’s Boards, 
let it be noted that in each year, over seventy-five per cent, of the 
Churches named made no olfering to the Women’s Boards, or through 
the young people ’s organizations. It will be seen therefore that there 
is a growing number of Churches who elect by purpose or neglect to 
ignore the call and claims of the Missionary enterprise at home or 
abroad. 

It is a timely move, therefore, on the part of the Committee 
appointed by the Northern Baptist Convention that every Church 
be brought face to face with its opportunity and responsibility, and 
be informed as to what its proportionate share would be on the basis 
of a fair apportionment to every Church of the total amount required 
to carry on the work. 

In closing, let us emphasize the need on the part of our Churches 
to enlist MEN in the interest of Missions, to suggest that the 
Churches go forth to a larger service of instruction and inspiration 
to gifts and activity by many sermons, frequent institutes, and the 
dissemination of more literature, that as far as possible every 
Church seek to form mission-study classes and that the Churches 
adopt a systematic method of receiving weekly contributions for the 
whole work including all benevolences of the Church, which method 
alone will provide a continuous stream for the need of those who 
prosecute the work for us, and lastly, that more prayer be offered 
to the God of Missions that He “would thrust forth laborers into 
His harvest.” Never was there so great an opportunity for the 
Christian Church. May she recognize it, seize it, and go forth to the 
conquest of the world for Christ in this our own generation.

EEPOET OF THE COMMITTEE ON TEMPEEANGE. 

Mr. Moderator: 

Since the Convention Meetings at Putnam one year ago, the 
cause of Temperance has made tremendous advances. The past year 
has witnessed the coming of a new Temperance era in many parts of 
the world; an era that reveals some of the most hopeful features that 
the Temperance movement has ever known. Samuel J. Barrows, 
President of the International Prison Commission, writing in the 
Outlook, calls this new era a ‘'Tidal Wave,” which in fact is a 
world-wide force moving with irresistible energy against the liquor 
trafS.e. 

Everywhere there are signs of progress, and everywhere there 
are songs of victory. The optimistic vision sees the American saloon 
doomed. It points to Illinois for example, where in the spring elec- 
tions of 1908, out of 1,250 townships voting, 900 abolished the saloon; 
making a total of 36 dry counties in the state, or, it goes farther 
west to Kansas, which is practically a dry state with 35 county jails 
empty, and 44 counties without a pauper, and 25 counties without 
a single poorhouse. Or, it brings us back to Indiana where we find 
819 of the 1,016 townships of the state are dry, and where over one 
million and a half of the citizens of Indiana are living in dry terri- 
tory. More than six hundred saloons have been closed since Jan. 1, 
1908. Or, stepping over into Ohio we find 500 villages and cities 
granting no license, while 1,155 out of 1,371 townships are dry. In 
other words, 68 per cent, of the territory in the state is without a 
saloon. Or, going into the Southland we find that in Alabama, 50 
counties in the state have abolished the saloon. In Florida, of the 
46 counties in the state, 36 are dry. In Georgia the first of the 
Southern States to adopt Prohibition, the saloon has been driven 
from 125 of the 146 counties. In Kentucky, out of the 119 counties 
in the state, 92 are free from the saloon, and 77 per cent, of the 
population live in dry districts, and 90 per cent, of the territory is 
under no-license. In Louisiana, 30 counties are dry. In Mississippi, 
69 counties are dry, which includes 90 per cent, of the territory of 
the state, and State Prohibition goes into effect January 1, 1909. 
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It will be well for Connecticut Baptists to catch the inspiration 
of this rising tide of public sentiment against the saloon and take 
courage; for as we come back to our own state, we find ourselves 
face to face with the most cunning and subtle power to be found in 
the liquor trade. Prohibition was enacted in this state, 1854, but re- 
pealed in 1872. The state is how local option. The no-license elec- 
tions of 1908 have provoked more interest and discussion than ever 
before in the history of Connecticut. 10 towns were lost and 11 
gained, making a total now of 97 towns dry, and 71 wet. 

There are two reasons for the loss of the ten towns: first, new 
voters, many of them foreign. In the eastern part of the state a 
large population of French Canadians almost to a man solid for li- 
cense. Second, political trading; in many places Democrats and 
Eepublicans have endorsed each other’s candidates in the interest of 
the saloon. 

On the whole it may be considered a very great gain for Tem- 
perance to hold its own in a presidential year. But it has done 
more than this, for such towns as Middletown, Norwich, Danbury, and 
other smaller towns have made remarkable gains in the no-license 
campaign; and Connecticut Baptists are honored by having men like 
Whittemore of Middletown, Wright of Norwich, and Spinney of Wal- 
lingford, and others equally zealous in the very vanguard of this 
moral and civic cause. 

What has been accomplished so far this year, is only a foregleam 
of the year’s work, for the fight will be carried into the General 
Assembly where more restrictive legislation will be demanded. And 
yet you may be sure of this, that any excise legislation this year will 
be bitterly opposed, and will only be gained by fighting every inch 
of the way. A bill limiting the number of licenses to be granted will 
no doubt be an issue, and the Connecticut Brewing Company with 
all their craftiness and money will construct a defense most difficult 
to overcome. Other bills probably to be presented will be for the 
removal of screens, shortness of hours, no sale on holidays, heavier 
penalties for violation. In view of the great task confronting the 
Temperance forces of the State, and especially the work in the legis- 
lature, it will be a very great advantage for the pastors of our Asso- 
ciations to keep in the closest touch, as their constituents, with the 
Representatives and Senators, for while it is tme that many of them 
are gentlemen of high character, and may be trusted to do the right 
thing, yet an aggressive and judicious Temperance sentiment, the 
pressure of which a Representative or Senator may feel, is whole- 
some. 

The Temperance question is no longer a third party question, it 
has expanded into a moral, and social and economic issue which the 
Church of Christ must put her life and power back of. Christian men 
will do well to consider the attitude of candidates toward this su- 
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preme moral question, and register their votes for the man who will 
not permit his partisanship and party prejudice to blind his moral 
judgment toward the claims of the saloon to live in a Christian civil 
ization, where it makes 75 per cent, of the criminals of the state and 
the nation. Every elector has the right to know a candidate’s position 
on this vital question; and the dignity and power of his franchise 
demand that he use it to conserve the moral as well as the political 
character of his American manhood. 

Brethren, if we believe down in our hearts, that the Church is 
the light of the world, and the salt of the earth, should we not make 
our purifying and illuminating influence more positively felt in this 
war against the saloon and its allied forces? If we have been 
shrinking from the task, the summons of the Tidal Wave is to get in 
the thick of the fight; it is not enough to preach, and not sufidcient 
to pray, though both are important factors; and indispensable, but 
we must get to the front.

Eesolved, That we, representatives of the Baptist Churches of 
Connecticut in Convention assembled, reaffirm our devotion to the 
Sabbath of our Fathers, promising to use every possible effort to re- 
sist' legal encroachments on its sanctity.

The report of the delegate to the Northern Baptist Con- 
vention was presented by Eev. A. B. Coats, D.D. 

REPORT OP DELEGATE TO THE NORTHERN BAPTIST 

CONVENTION. 

The Northern Baptist Convention held its first annual meeting 
in Oklahoma City, Okla., May 21-27, 1908. Nine hundred and fifty- 
six delegates bearing credentials were present. Thirty-two states 
were represented besides Alaska, the District of Columbia and Mex- 
ico. Fifty-one delegates were present from the various State Con- 
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ventioBS. Connecticut was represented by fonr delegates, the Eev. 
Geo. W. Nicholson, pastor of the First Baptist Church of Bridgeport, 
the Eev. Eobert Ashworth, pastor of the First Baptist Church of 
Meriden, the Eev. Harold Pattison, pastor of the First Baptist 
Church, Hartford, and the Eev. A. B. Coats, who represented the 

Connecticut Baptist Convention. 

The place of meeting was Oklahoma City, not far from the 
center of the new State of Oklahoma, and one day, probably, destined 
to be the State Capital. The place is noteworthy. Twenty years 
ago the country was a wide stretch of rolling prairie crossed by 
Sluggish rivers and interspersed with innumerable groves of timber. 
No white settlers were there and wandering tribes of Indians wpre 
the only human beings to dispute with the coyotes the possession of 
one of the most fertile spots on earth. Where then was a wilderness 
we now found a large and thriving city with paved streets and elec- 
tric cars and all the usual accompaniments of a city in the older 
East, except one — they have no saloons. Wickedness enough to be 
sure can be found there and things we saw were somewhat of a 
shock to some of us, but we saw no drunken men. Oklahoma State 
was born sober and the great ^majority of the citizens are content to 
remain in that condition. 

The preponderance of delegates was, as might be expected, from 
the Middle West. The largest delegations were from Illinois, Iowa, 
Kansas and Oklahoma, but there was a most respectable representa- 
tion from the Eastern and Middle States. New York had 49 dele- 
gates, Pennsylvania 28, Massachusetts 25, New Jersey 9, Ehode Is- 
land 6 and Connecticut 4. 

The spirit of the meetings, however, was distinctively western. 
Things were done with a dash and verve that would have appeared 
the very spirit of recklessness almost anywhere else. In that clear 
atmosphere affairs loomed large and great enterprises seemed to be 
possible. And yet it did not appear to be recklessness. It was not 
impulse so much as inspiration that determined the course adopted. 
Men were moved by visions. Indeed no word was more frequently 
on men’s lips. — ‘‘We have seen a vision of the things of God.” 
There was the commission returned from their trip to the Orient with 
their vision of China evangelized in this generation. There were the 
chief factors in the Brotherhood movement with their vision of a 
great rallying of men* to take up the task of bringing in the Kingdom 
of God. Men with all sorts of ideas — missionary, civic, social, phil- 
anthropic and what not. A glance at the records of the meetings 
will show what this newly awakened spirit was willing to undertake. 
A commission of nine was appointed on city problems; a commission 
of nine also to inquire what is being done by Baptist Churches in the 
field of social service; a committee of seven was charged with the 
responsibility of inquiring into the extent to which aid is being 
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granted, to aged ministers and their wives; a resolution was passed 
urging congress to pass laws j)rotecting Prohibition territory from 
the intrigues of the liquor interests who seek to carry on their trafdc 
in such states by the means of express orders, etc.; a committee was 
appointed to investigate the conditions and relationships of our de- 
nominational papers and to secure for them adequate support and 
circulation; a committee was charged with the responsibility of con- 
sidering the utility of a Brotherhood Conference this fall; a “Week 
of Prayer in view of the serious financial needs of the various Mis- 
sionary bodies” was provided for by resolution; one resolution con- 
demns the “White Slave Traffic” and another the atrocities on the 
Congo, and still another arraigns the spirit of greed which robs chil- 
dren of their childhood and condemns those of most tender years to 
the drudgery of toil in mine and workshop; the movement looking 
toward the federation of Churches was endorsed; International world- 
wide peace was called for by resolution — “Millions for Missions and 
Bibles for battleships ’ ’ and, in this connection, delegates were ap- 
pointed to the Universal Peace Congress. 

These were some of the side issues, the main object being of 
course the realization of a vision which began to appear some years 
ago, very faint at the first but finally becoming clearer and more dis- 
tinct at the meetings in Washington the year before, viz.: that of bring- 
ing the unrelated and independent and sometimes conflicting Bap- 
tist Missionary Societies of the North into some kind of organic 
unity in aim and method. The plan hit upon after much counsel and 
thought and prayer was not to make any one of the existing organi- 
zations the nucleus and then try to relate the other organizations 
to it but to form an entirely new Society which ^hould stand in 
exactly the same relation* to all these various societies, and in which 
they could become joined into practically one united, denominational, 
body. This new society took the name of The Northern Baptist Con- 
vention. A plan was agreed upon and a constitution proposed and 
offered to the Baptist Churches of the North for their consideration. 

All this was done at Washington at the Anniversaries of 1907. 
Action was postponed until the Convention should meet in one year 
at Oklahoma City, then and there to decide whether or not the pro- 
posed step should be made final. When the delegates were assembled 
two things were quickly apparent: first, that there was a general 
agreement that the new plan should be tried; and second, a wide 
disagreement as to how fast we should go in substituting the new for 
the old. There was a strong feeling on the part of very many that 
having met and adopted the constitution, thereby making the prelim- 
inary organization permanent, nothing further should be done this 
year but the whole matter of putting in motion the machinery thus 
created should await the meeting in Portland in 1909. This, it is 
quite possible, would have been the plan adopted if it had not beep 
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fox one man wliom Providence had placed in the responsible position 
of presiding officer on this occasion. I refer as you all know to 
President Harry Pratt Judson of Chicago University. Governor 
Hughes of New York, the provisional president of the Convention, 
was hindered by the political exigencies of his position from being 
present and the task of guiding the newly launched organization 
through uncharted seas fell to him of whom I have just spoken. No 
better man could have been found for this trying position. Calm, 
equable, always master of himself, a strict parliamentarian, emi- 
nently fair in all his rulings and yet with a very profound convic- 
tion of what ought to be done, he presided with a grace and a dignity 
that helped over many a place where for a time serious danger of ir- 
reconcilable differences threatened to arise. 

It was the opening address of President Judson with his evident 
mastery of the subject in hand, his clearness of vision and profound 
conviction of the importance of going out in the new way at once, 
that finally determined the delegates to put the plan so long ma- 
turing into immediate operation. It was a task fraught with interests 
of which we even yet, probably, know little. The question involved 
was of utmost importance. ‘ ‘ Can ecclesiastical democracy so co- 
ordinate its energies as to accomplish its common purposes effectively 
without surrendering its cherished liberties?” (Quoted from Pres- 
ident Judson ’s address.) The preamble to the constitution of the 
new society takes an affirmative position on this question. “We 
affirm our conviction,” is the language, ‘‘that, in view of the growth 
of our country and denomination, there is need of a general body 
that shall serve the common interests of our entire brotherhood, 
as the individual church, the district and state associations minister 
to the interests of their several constituencies.” And in the con- 
stitution itself the object of the Northern Convention is asserted to 
be ‘‘to give expression to the sentiment of its constituency upon 
matters of denominational importance and of general religious and 
moral interest; to develop denominational unity; and to give in- 
creased efficiency to efforts for the evangelization of America and 
the world. ’ ’ 

The method of operation as in all great movements was com- 
paratively simple. By-laws VI and VII provide that ‘‘any of the 
denominationally recognized missionary, educational, and philanthropic 
organizations may become co-operating societies of the Northern 
Baptist Convention on action of said societies and approval by the 
Convention. ’ ’ 

Co-operating societies must agree (a) to regulate expenditures 
in accordance with a budget approved by the Convention; (b) to 
solicit funds only on approval of the Convention; (c) to incur no 
indebtedness without the approval of the Convention; (d) to open 
their books and accounts to inspection by the Finance Committee. 
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The Convention on its part agrees, through its Executive Com- 
mittee and its Finance Committee, to aid in raising funds needed to 
carry on the operations of each co-operating society. It is also 
further provided that the ^‘relation of co-operation in any given 
case uiay be terminated either by the Convention or by the co-oper- 
ating society providing notice be given the other party one year in 
, advance. ’ ’ 

Near the close of the meeting there was a dramatic moment. The 
proceedings of the Convention were interrupted to give opportunity 
for an executive session of the American Baptist Missionary Union 
which was followed by executive sessions of the American Baptist 
Home Mission Society and the American Baptist Publication Society. 
The three sessions occupied not more than 15 minutes. When the 
interrupted session of the Convention was resumed three communi- 
cations were presented. The first was as follows: 

Oklahoma City, Okla., May 26, 1908. 

To the Northern Baptist Convention: 

You are hereby notified that the American Baptist Missionary 
Union at a meeting held at Oklahoma City, Okla., Tuesday, May 26, 
1908, adopted the following: 

Eesolved: That the American Baptist Missionary Union hereby 
declares its purpose to co-operate with the Northern Baptist Con- 
Amntion according to By-Laws VI and VII of the Convention. 

S. E. WAEBUETON, 
Eecording Secretary. 

The others were precisely similar in form and were signed re- 
spectively by H. L. Morehouse for the Home Mission Society, and 
by Howard Wayne Smith for the Publication Society. 

Immediately upon the reception of these communications the 
Convention adopted the following preamble and resolution: 

‘‘Whereas: The Convention has received from the American 
Baptist Missionary Union, the American Baptist Home Mission So- 
ciety, and the American Baptist Publication Society, notifications 
of the declarations of these societies to co-operate with the" Conven- 
tion according to its By-Laws VI and VII, therefore, 

Eesolved: That the Northern Baptist Convention hereby accepts 
the American Baptist Missionary Union, the American Baptist Home 
Mission Society, and the American Baptist Publication Society as 
co-operating organizations of the Convention according to By-La,ws 
VI and VII. 

Thus in this formal way within thirty minutes of time was 
launched the mighty experiment. 

In accordance with the stipulations these three great societies, 
which had thus become co-operating organizations of the Convention, 
submitted their reports including their budgets, to the Convention. 
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Strong committees received these reports and budgets and careful 
consideration was given them. The work of these committees was 
extremely burdensome. After the meetings of the day were over 
they held sessions late into the night and sometimes prolonged them 
into the early morning. It was no child’s play to be a delegate to 
this first annual meeting of the Northern Baptist Convention. Each 
member of the Connecticut delegation was upon at least two com- ^ 
mittees and sight-seeing and the other usual pleasurings of such 
gatherings were perforce omitted. It was a Convention for work. 
Things were waiting to be done and these earnest men were there 
to do them. 

The time was electric. Men were at their best. • The old cut- 
and-dried speech or address was conspicuous by its absence. Almost 
at the first session of the Convention the program prepared and 
presented as usual was given a back seat and very shortly was heard 
of no more. New exigencies, unforeseen, were constantly arising 
and men were moved to point out ways of meeting them,, by the spirit 
of the occasion. Future meetings of the Convention will no doubt 
be modeled upon this. The May Anniversaries as we have known them 
having served their day and generation have been relegated to the 
limbo of the past. 

The reports of the meetings have been so widely spread and 
read with such eager interest that I need not enter farther into 
particulars. True to its promise the Northern Convention undertakes 
the task of raising the funds necessary to carry on the work of our 
three great Missionary organizations. The time was late. New 
machinery must be created and the work undertaken. As rapidly as 
could have been expected this has been done. The result as seen 
in the apportionments which by this time have been sent out to all 
the Baptist churches of the North tell us the method employed. If 
it shall seem to some a little crude and cumbersome, the wonder 
is after all that it has been done so well. 

This whole movement is yet in its infancy. Much remains to be 
done. Many questions must still have their answer. How the other 
great organizations shall relate themselves to this new society has 
yet to be determined. The Education Society, the Young People’s 
Union, and the two Woman’s Societies are still outside. Last of 
all, as important as any, and, possibly, most difficult of all is the 
question of the relation which the various State Conventions shall 
ultimately hold to the Northern Convention. With the exception 
of the Missionary Union, the various State Conventions raise 
and expend more money each year than any other missionary body. 
Some way ought to be found not only to form a bond of union among 
these organizations but also to relate them to this great society, the 
Northern Baptist Convention. 
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All these and other questions will come up at the meetings in 
Portland next year. Connecticut ought to be well represented there. 
Not only should the Convention send delegates, but the churches as 
well. 

We left Oklahoma City with the slogan for 1909 ‘‘A Thousand 
Laymen for Portland.” I saw somewhere the other day an estimate 
of the quota of the various states, if this expectation is to be realized. 
Connecticut ’s proportion is ten. Where are the ten laymen who 
will go!

Eesolved, That we enthusiastically express our desire to affiliate 
with the Northern Baptist Convention, and hereby authorize our 
Board of Trustees to take any necessary action to accomplish this step 
if such action is required before our next annual meeting. 

Rev. P. C. Wright seconded the motion, and the resolu- 
tion was discussed by Brethren Wright, Reid, Nicholson, 
Gennng, Stanton, Atha, and others. 

The resolution was accepted by a rising vote. 

Rev. P. C. Wright moved that the next meeting of onr 
State Convention be distinctly a delegate body. 

It was so voted. 

Voted, That onr President and Secretary be onr delegates 
to Portland, Oregon, next year, at the Northern Baptist Con- 
vention. 

President Thompson suggested .that “As we are today 
celebrating the birthday of onr great poet. Rev. S. F. Smith, 
it is fitting that we sing one of his hymns, ‘The Morning 
Light Is Breaking.’ ” 
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President Thompson in well chosen words called at- 
tention to the vision of Christ walking among the candle- 
sticks, and the encouragement to be gained from this. 

After singing two stanzas of “America,” Rev. Harold 
Pattison offered prayer, pronounced the benediction, and 
a very successful and harmonious Convention was closed.

This - society held its meeting on the second day of the 
Convention from 1.30 to 2.30 p. m., the Vice-President presid- 
ing. Scripture was read by Mrs. C. P. Gordon, Director of 
Hartford Association, and prayer was offered by Mrs. Trick, 
Junior Director of New Haven Association. The report of the 


Acting Directors. 
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Junior State Vice-President was read by Mrs. Harry Wolcott, 
Junior Director of Fairfield Association. Mrs. Dewliurst 
followed with her report of the year’s work, its short-com- 
ings and its successes, calling attention to the manifold 
favors received from a gracious and watchful Master. Mrs. 
Dewhurst' then presented, as the speaker, Mrs. George Cole- 
man, the President of the Woman’s American Baptist Home 
Mission Society. Mrs. Coleman alluded to the formation of 
the Society, nearly thirty years ago, shortly after that of the 
Western Society, whose headquarters are at Chicago. The 
methods of operation of the two societies have not been just 
alike; that of the Western Society, doing more distinctive 
missionary work, while the Eastern Society devoted its ener- 
gies more especially to education, supporting teachers, etc. 
Mrs. Coleman stated that, for some time, there has been a 
growing sympathy between the two societies, and a clesire 
expressed on both sides, that each might share more 
intimately in the work of the other. At the annual meetings, 
that of the Western Society in Oklahoma in May, and that of 
the Eastern Society in Worcester, about the same time, the 
proposition of consolidating was presented; not to be decided 
upon at once, as it was wisely deemed a question needing 
mnch thought and much prayer. On November 11th, the two 
societies will hold a meeting, the one in Chicago, the other in 
Boston, when it is expected a decision will be reached. Mrs. 
Coleman gave a very interesting account of a visit to Ellis 
Island, telling of the work of Home Missionaries among the 
immigrants, showing how far-reaching are the effects of 
Christian sympathy done to these foreigners at the very 
door of their entrance into a new country. She spoke of the 
abolition of saloons on the island, and of the truly Christian 
manner in which the government officials now treat the immi- 
grants. 

At the close of this very interesting session, Kev. Mr. 
Poye of Torrington offered prayer and pronounced the bene- 
diction.

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' REPOET OF STATE VICE-PRESIDENT. 

The past year has been full of favors from the hand of a watch- 
ful and gracious Master; change and growth intermingling have 
brought varied results, in a number of cases showing encouraging 
advance as when we have report of 60 per cent, and 70 per cent, 
of resident women interested for the work; in one instance twenty- 
four out of twenty-seven women are counted on the side of Home 
Missions. Hopeful evidence is shown in carefully prepared programs 
covering meetings for the year, with intelligent inquiries as to 
helpful literature, with the grateful result of increase in gifts. We 
might mention, names, but each will probably recognize her own. One 
church rose from $9.71 to $35.00, and another from $102.00 to $158.00. 
There are ninety-seven circles in the state, seventeen of which reached 
their apportionment. This only shows what can be done when we 
have a mind to work; if all had been as willing we should not find 
recorded of Connecticut that she gave a less amount the last year 
than the preceding one. Now we are all to try again for one-thiid 
increase over onr offerings of 1907 so earnestly urged by our Board. 
Our Corresponding Secretary in her report says with regard to ap- 
portionments, ^ ^ The Board does not presume to dictate what each 
circle should give, we simply lay before the women the amount needed 
from each circle to carry forward our pledged work. One company 
of New Hampshire women wrote, “^Ye raised onr apportionment and ^ 
it is twice as much as we ever raised before. W^e are just as happy 
as we can be.” What is true of Christian effort in New Hampshire 
will easily prove the experience of women in Connecticut. We surely 
believe that the close of onr missionary year will show that neither 
onr faith nor your labor has been in vain. We have prayed that not 
only those who can give their regular dimes and dollars, but that 
those who are stewards of God’s bounty may remember with abound- 
ing generosity the work so loudly calling for advancement. We be- 
lieve the answer will not long be delayed since the calls are ever 
pressing as the field enlarges. 

The opening year was marked by some helpful changes, the prin- 
cipal of which was the appointment of Mrs. G. F. Genung as associate 
vice-president, who will care for the outside work, the planning 
and conduct of meetings through the state and the introduction of 
mission-study classes for' which her long experience on the field, as 
well as in preparing studies along Home Mission lines, has especially 
fitted her. Any circle wishing help in this direction will do well to 
communicate with Mrs. Genung at Brooklyn, Conn. Already the sub- 
ject has been presented at four associations, and study conferences 
planned for Niantic and New Haven. 
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Excellent work lias been done by directors in their various fields 
and good hope is entertained that New Haven Association will wel- 
come very soon her chosen leader, when onr roll of directors will again 
hre complete.

Our correspond- 
ing secretary gave an impressive message at Ashford, and Mrs. Genung; 
led the thought at Fairfield Association. With all of these sources of: 
information and inspiration, we are hoping for a larger constituency 
among the sisters, a longer list of Echo subscribers, and a constant; 
remembrance of our work in your prayers, being mindful to observe 
the special day of prayer, January 24, each year, when though we may 
not be able to meet in a general way yet each circle or near-by group 
can present the cause before the Master and claim his promised bless- 
ing. 

A strong bond of sympathy has been established between our 
Home and Foreign Sisterhood in the choice of Eev. G. A. Learn for 
our Mission at Kodiak, Alaska, Mrs. Learn being a true daughter of 
the foreign field, born in Ningpo, China, and now serving the Master 
in our Alaska Orphanage. We know that in either place she can realize 
that the work is the Lord’s and under whatever flag we will all count 
it all gain if our work but magnifies the name of our God and all 
peoples be brought to know and revere Him.

REPORT OP ASSISTANT STATE VICE-PRESIDENT. 

The past year has been one of encouragement for your Assistant 
Vice-President as she can once more report a full corps of directors. 

For a number of years past one after another of the junior direc- 
tors has been obliged to leave the work until Miss Marion Storrs of 
Ashford Association alone remains of our past force. The other five 
associations now have willing and efficient leaders and we are hoping 
for great things in the future. 
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, During the past year Mrs. E. D. Trick of New Haven has taken up 
the work in New Haven Association, and Miss Jane Watson of Hart- 
ford has taken the place of Miss Harwell in Hartford Association. 

Our gifts for the year ending September first show a gain of 
$64.00 over the previous year, which of course is most encouraging, 
but we are still far from our goal of $1,000.00 for our Home 'Mission 
work from the young people of Connecticut, for our gifts during the 
past year amount to only $609.00. 

The gifts of the Sunday Schools for the Alaska Orphanage are now 
in the hands of the Junior directors. Last year about 40 per cent, of 
the Sunday-schools contributed toward this good work, giving in all 
$521.47. 

This report is really better than it would seem at first, for many 
of our Sunday-schools are mission schools and others belong to 
feeble country churches, who find it impossible to do much for out- 
side objects. 

The special work of our young people has been, as in other years, 
that of the Mother School at Beaufort, S. C., which is just starting 
on its forty-first year of work among the colored boys and girls of 
South Carolina, and the work among the Navajo Indians at Crozier, 
New Mexico, where Mrs. Thayer has begun the long-wished-for board- 
ing-school, by taking four little girls into her own family to care for 
and educate. 

Our great need is for missionary leaders among the children of 
Qur churches. Where are we to find them?

ANNUAL EEPOET OF SENIOE SECEETAEY. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Barrett Browning said, ‘‘Measure not the work 
until the day is out, then bring your gauges.’’ Gone past recall are 
the days of another year of opportunity for Christian service. Meas- 
uring day for Connecticut Baptists has arrived and the hour appointed 
for the annual gauging of our woman’s work in the department of 
Foreign Missions is upon us. The increase reported in number of cir- 
cles of contributors, and of subscriptions to the Helping Hand, indi- 
cates that our interest has reached a higher level than last year. We 
trust we may appropriate to ourselves these words said of another 
state, “The measure of praying is the measure of your growth, power 
is proportionate to prayer.” Eespecting our rating in the general 
society, which is sixth in order of enumeration of the whole number 
of eleven states, and sixth in ratio of giving as well. Miss Shinn, the 
Home Corresponding Secretary, stated in her last annual report, ‘ ‘ Con- 
necticut women have been gaining in spite of hard times, perhaps be- 
cause of hard times, and report $500 more raised than last year.” 
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The summary of receipts is I

What proportion of this gain is due to the advanced work of the 
Juniors you will learn later from their Secretary’s report. 

Substantial progress has been made in the development of the 
Sunday-school co-operating plan; more schools have taken up mission- 
ary studies or report the adoption of some definite missionary policy, 
■and contributions have materially increased. Inquiry has been raised 
regarding what per cent, of money contributed by the Sunday-schools 
to the Woman’s Society (whose secretaries have attended to all local 
details) would come into our treasury., I am able to assure you, upon 
the highest authority, that our pro rata of receipts from all Sunday- 
school contributions throughout the last fiscal year is larger than 
would the amount have been had the Sunday-school donations been 
sent as before the present plan was proposed. Such results as will 
accrue through the adoption of some one of the multiplicity of sug- 
gestions spread broadcast by means of the abundant literature fur- 
nished by the promoters of Forward Missionary Movement, depend 
upon the cordiality with which they are accepted. Surely there seems 
much promise of fruitfulness in this territory with skilful cultivation. 

Profound regret was felt at the annonncement made during the 
annual session, that in spite of increased contributions, the year had 
closed with a deficit of $25,000. This was later reduced $5,000 by the 
munificent gift of that amount by a lady present. It was encourag- 
ing to learn, however, that the number of baptisms reported from 
across the seas was 1,413, as against 1,134 during the previous year. 
A special committee was constituted to obtain money on pledges for 
the reduction of this debt before October 15th, of this year. Con- 
necticut women are asked to raise $800. Several generous donations 
have already been sent. One of $100 has been received from a lady 
in New Haven Association. Another of $50 from Hartford Associa- 
tion, and $25 has been given by a lady in Ashford Association, for- 
merly active and efficient as a worker, but confined for more than a 
year from illness. Smaller amounts have been reported from individ- 
uals, circles, and Farther Lights, and it is hoped the whole sum may be 
raised. Confronted by such a situation, our Executive Board felt com- 
pelled, reluctantly, to limit their appropriations for the current year 
to the income realized last year. There can then be no thought of re- 
laxation of our efforts or of diminished offerings. As only 2,133 senior 
women contribute at all, and less than 1,000 young women contributors 
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are reported in junior statistics, and also that 12,000 is the least es- 
timation of number of resident women from available records, our op- 
portunity seems to lie in the line of enlisting the interest of ‘ ‘ the 
other woman.” We press still ever onward toward $6,000 apportion- 
ment goal and feel thankful to have progressed thitherward, We can 
by no means disregard the plea for the Building Fund, since from this 
source is drawn the money for constr-uction work, and necessary re- 
pairs. There are today options upon certain strategic points, which 
ought to be secured. Our thank offerings have been in recent years 
designated for this purpose. Pledge cards and envelopes will be pro- 
vided, which will we hope receive some attention. 

Our associational working force, with a single exception, remain 
at their posts. Mrs. E. H. Stevens, after but one year of service, sent 
her resignation as secretary of Hartford Association, with this mes- 
sage: '‘Although I shall have no active part, the work of an inter- 
cessor will be mine. ’ ’ I am happy to be able to state that Miss Bertha 
Wright has accepted the position. Appreciative mention is due the 
other secretaries who with consecrated perseverance continue their 
efforts in spite of, in some instances, unreturned blanks, and unan- 
swered letters. Their reward lies in the assurance to them of their 
faithful discharge of voluntary obligations. Our three conferences are 
fully equipped with efficient officers as well as our 74 circles which are 
registered this year. That we may spend together another period of 
fruitful service is my desire and as a stimulus thereto I quote the 
following prescription: "Finally, add to your belief in Foreign Mis- 
sions intelligence, to your intelligence sympathy, to your sympathy 
tact, to your tact persistence, to your persistence enthusiasm, to your 
enthusiasm generosity. For if these things are yours, and abound, 
they make you to be not idle nor unfruitful in the work of our 
Master, Christ.”

The Twenty-sixth annual meeting of the Connecticut Bap- 
tist Ministers’ Conference met in the South Baptist Church, 
Hartford, Monday, October 19, 1908-, at 2 p. m. 

Meeting called to order by the Rev. P. C. Wright of Nor- 
wich. Rev'. C. K. Flanders, State Evangelist, conducted a 
praise service, using Winona Hymns. Brother Wright of- 
fered a brief prayer and read John 17. Prayers were offered 
by several brethren. 

After another hymn, the Nominating Committee was ap- 
pointed, consisting of Rev. A. E. Harris, Rev. W. T. Thayer 
and Rev. G. C. Saner. The rejiort of changes in the ministry 
was read by the secretary. Rev. E. Sanderson of Montville. 
The report may be summarized as follows : Resignations, 
mostly of ministers leaving the state, 22 ; minister deposed, 1 ; 
ministers entering the state, 20 ; changes within the state, 8 ;

A fitting climax for the closing of the Baptist anniversar- 
ies,, was the banquet, Wednesday evening, in Putnam Pha- 
lanx armory by the Baptist Social Union of Connecticut. 
About 250 persons sat down to dine and the event was pleas- 
ing in every particular. The toastmaster was the retiring 
president, William J. Grippin of Bridgeport, who urged a 
larger campaign for the enlisting of more members in the 
Social Union. Before sitting down to the repast, grace was 
said by the Rev. Dr. H. M. Thompson, pastor of the Memorial 
Baptist Church and president of the Connecticut Baptist 
Convention. 
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The address of the evening was delivered by the Rev. Dr. 
Curtis Lee Laws of Brooklyn, N. Y., whose theme was ‘‘Bap- 
tists and American National Ideals.” He pointed out the 
connections between the members of the ^ great Baptist de- 
nomination and those principles that have stood and are 
standing today for the best in American civilization. 

Dr. Law said in part : 

The hand of God can be seen in all history. The general trend 
of history is orderly, progressive, and intelligible. Ovdr the wills 
of men and over the forces of nature there presides a pre-determining 
will and an infinite intelligence. 

Within a certain seventy years four events arose independently, 
and yet so concurrently as now to be recognized as the four chief 
agencies in the intellectual, political, and religious progress of the 
modern world. These historical happenings are as follows: Printing 
with movable types was introduced about the year 1450. Up to 
this time the art of book-making was so dilfieult and expensive that 
there could have been no broadcasting of knowledge. Only three 
years after the invention of movable types, Constantinople fell, and 
Greek learning stood ready to be disseminated throughout Europe. 
In 1517 Luther, having come unscathed through the dragon guarded 
gates of Rome, broke the spell of superstition, emancipated faith, 
and gave to Christianity her new opportunity. In the meantime, in 
1492,- God had guided the ships of Christopher Columbus over the sea 
and to the new world, that in a new country, bound by no traditions, 
the awakened and emancipated church might have a new and glorious 
development. All students of the philosophy of history will recog- 
nize the fact that these momentous happenings were timed by the 
overruling providence of God. 

The time had come for Eenaissance in matters political and re- 
ligious, and God chose that this should be the continent upon which 
ultimate principles should manifest themselves in new institutions. 

I am not inclined to claim everything in sight for the Baptists, 
but as no one can doubt the fact that we had much to do with shaping 
the form of our government, so no one can doubt the fact that the 
outstanding and historic American national ideals are but an adap- 
tation of the- principles for which Baptists have stood throughout the 
ages. No one who has studied the relations of Patrick Heniy, Thomas 
Jefferson, George Washington, and James Madison to the Baptists 
of Virginia will believe for a moment that this parallelism is a mere 
coincidence. 

Let us study a few of these American national ideals, trace the 
history of their development, and note their parallelism to our his- 
torical principles. 
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V I. In matters of religion America stands for absolute liberty 

of conscience. This soul liberty is guaranteed by two articles in 
the Constitution of the United States. 

II. In matters of government America stands for the equality 
and responsibility of each member of the body politic, emphasizing 
the fact that each man as a sovereign elector is a monarch who imles. 

The application of this principle makes for manhood as it makes 
for citizenship. Eecognizing that there can be no stable government 
unless the black cloud of ignorance is driven from the horizon of the 
masses, we have built the public schools, and they in turn have be- 
come the palladium of our liberties. This democratic principle in 
laying emphasis upon the dignity and responsibilty of citizenship 
has developed and ennobled those who occupy the exalted position 
of citizens. Again this principle, recognizing the essential dignity 
and true nobility of untitled manhood, has been the inspiration of 
our noblest men, as from humble birth and lowly position they have 
climbed the heights of fame. It is the glory of democracy that the 
accidents of birth, riches and position must all do obeisance to man- 
hood. 

It is the glory of democracy that it was neither the aristocracy 
nor the wealth of George Washington that made him great in the es- 
timation of his countrymen. It is the glory of democracy that neither 
the lowly birth nor the poverty of Abraham Lincoln kept him from 
being great in the estimation of his countrymen. 

< III. In the matter of expansion, America stands as an asylum 

for the oppressed and a protector for the weak, but forever against 
forcible conquest and wars of spoil. 

The speaker told of history of the Baptist Church in a 
general way and then added : 

Thus far we have seen that Baptists furnished our government 
its greatest distinctive principle, liberty of conscience. We have 
seen in the second place, that a Baptist church furnished the model 
of our form of government, and that in the individuality, equality, 
and sovereignty of the members of our Baptist churches we have 
given to the nation a model of the responsibility and privileges of 
citizenship. In conclusion I shall briefly mention one other American 
national ideal. 

Once again I recognize the analogy existing between our nation 
and the Baptists. From the earliest days of our history we have 
been foremost in the peaceable propagandism of our faith, but, thank 
God, we have never tried to force the allegiance of a single human 
being. We have opened the doors of our churches wide, and have 
invited rich and poor, cultivated and ignorant, ‘‘Barbarian, Scythian, 
bond, and free” to come in with us and enjoy the priceless privileges 
in which we so rejoice.

We have lifted our voices against 

religious intolerance and oppression, however mighty the oppressor 

and however insignificant the oppressed. But, thank Grod, we have 

never waged a war of spoils nor have we ever tried to make a Baptist 

against his will. Expansion has come, multitudes are flocking to our 

standards, our territory is growing apace, and today the leaders 

among us are almost overwhelmed because opportunity always means 

responsibility. 

Let us rejoice in these American national ideals and let us pray 
that these ancient landmarks shall not be removed.

CONSTITUTION. 

ARTICLE I. NAME. 

The name of this society shall be “The State Organization of 
Baptist Young People of Connecticut.” 

• ARTICLE II. OBJECT. 

The object of this organization shall be to encourage the Young 
People’s Societies in our Baptist churches in spirituality and Chris- 
tian service,; to assist them in the study of Baptist doctrine and 
history, and in systematic study of the Scriptures; and to enlist their 
services in our denominational missionary enterprises, both state and 
national. 

ARTICLE III. MEMBERSHIP. 

The membership shall consist of all the societies of Young People 
in the Baptist churches in this State of whatever name. 

Each society may be represented by the pastor and two dele- 
gates, with one additional delegate for each one hundred members or 
fraction thereof. 

ARTICLE IV. OFFICERS. 

The officers of this society shall consist of a President, two Vice- 
Presidents, a Secretary and a Treasurer, all of whom shall be elected 
annually by ballot. They shall perform the duties usually appertain- 
ing to their respective offices in similar organizations. 

There shall be a Board of Managers, consisting of two persons 
from each Association in the State, one-third of whom after the first 
election shall be chosen annually by ballot. At the first election they 
shall be chosen in classes of one, two and three years. These with 
the officers shall constitute a Board of Management for the trans- 
action of business between the sessions of this Society. 

ARTICLE V. MEETINGS. 

« The annual meeting of this organization shall be held in connec- 
tion with the annual meeting of the Baptist State Convention. At 
this meeting the officers shall be elected and the reports of the officers 
read and approved. Other meetings may be arranged at the discre- 
tion of the Board of Managers. . 

ARTICLE VI. AMENDMENTS. 

This Constitution may be altered or amended by a two-thirds 
vote of all the delegates present at any annual meeting, provided that 
notice of the amendment shall have been given at a previous regular 
meeting.

The Seventeenth Annual Convention of the Baptist Young 
People of Connecticut was held in the South Baptist Church, 
Hartford, October 19, 20, 1908. The session was opened at 
7.30 p. m. October 19, with an organ voluntary followed by 
a praise service under the leadership of Mr. W. P. J ones, with 
a chorus of one hundred voices. from the Baptist Young Peo- 
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pie’s Societies of this city. Eev. George D. Gould read 
Cor. 13, and led in prayer. 

The president appointed as nominating committee, Eev. ' 
J. H. Messenger, Eev. A. E. Harris, Eev. G. B. Marston. 

In the absence of the secretary. President Poye spoke of 
the aim of the organization as that of awakening the Young 
People’s Societies to do something definite, and through ral- 
lies in centers throughout the state had brought before them 
the importance of a forward step in the mission-study classes. 

T. T. Phillips, the treasurer, presented his report, showing 
that the receipts for the year had been $116.80, the disburse- 
ments, $67.94, leaving a balance of $48.86. The report was 
accepted. 

The choir favored us with an anthem. 

Eev. George D. Gould presented the following resolution : 

Eesolved, That we, the Allied Societies of Baptist Young People 
of Connecticut, heartily indorse the alliance of the Baptist Young 
People with the Northern Baptist Convention and pledge ourselves 
to its support.

President Foye delivered his annual address: 

Every society has its problems, and I cannot solve the problem 
of each society; so I shall help you most by trying to find some- 
thing that shall be an inspiration or incentive to solve all the prob- 
lems. Duty leads men to noble things, but that is not enough. Loyalty 
leads men onward through many things; but even that is not enough. 
It is only as we catch a glimpse of the need, and then of the bleeding 
heart of Calvary; and as we watch Him until we feel sympathy 
with His suffering, and comprehend something of what Calvary meant 
to Almighty God, we shall have an inspiration for our work, and we 
shall have the power for work. 

Offering amounting to $18.87 was received. 

After singing “Somebody Did a Golden Deed,” the ad- 
dress of the evening was delivered by Eev. W. "W. Bustard, 
of Boston, Mass., and his topic was “Making the Most of 
What You Are,” taking for his text “Can there any good 
thing come out of Nazareth?” He showed that the best the 
world ever saw came from that disreputable city, and he 
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brought this message, — What a man is is not of necessity 
the result of his herediW, or of his environment, and there- 
fore a man should be able to overcome all the hard and 
humiliating experiences in his daily life.

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CHARTER. 


Passed May, 1820. 

Section i. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Represent- 
atives in General Assembly convened. That Asahel Morse, Calet 
Moore, Joseph B. Gilbert, John Bolles, Hezekiah Huntington, Elisha 
Cushman, Noadiah Woodruff, David King, Jesse Savage, Pierpont 
Brockett, David Bolles, Isaac Dwinnell, Eli Ball, George Mitchell, David 
Turner, Jeremiah Brown, Asahel Otis, Jonathan Goodwin, Jr., Orra 
Martin, Asa Talmadge Chauncey Wheeler, Thomas Wheeler, Elijah 
Filley and their associates, be, and they are hereby formed into, con- 
stituted, and made a body politic and corporate, by the name of “ The 
Connecticut Baptist Education Society," and by that name they and 
their successors shall and may have perpetual succession, shall be capa- 
ble of suing and being sued, pleading and being impleaded, in all suits 
of whatever nature soever, may have a common seal, and the same alter 
or change at pleasure. And may also have, purchase, receive, hold, 
and convey away estate, real, personal, or mixed, the annual income of 
which shall not exceed three thousand dollars. 

Sec. 2. The said Baptist Education Society may from time to time 
elect a president and such other officers and agents as they may find nec- 
essary or convenient ’, may elect and receive additional members , make 
by-laws respecting number, qualifications, and duties of their officers 
and members ; prescribe the mode of election and admission of members ; 
the time, place, and manner of holding their meetings; the number nec- 
essary to form a quorum ; and all other by-laws and regulations which 
said society may deem necessary for the government and due regulation 
of its concerns to promote and secure the essential objects of said Society, 
as expressed in their Constitution — not repugnant to the laws of this 
State or of the United States. 

Sec. 3. The first meeting of said Society shall be held at Hartford, 
on the first Wednesday of May, a. d. 1821. 

Sec. 4. This act of incorporation, and every part thereof, may be 
altered, amended, or repealed at the pleasure of the General Assembly 
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CONSTITUTION. 


Article i. This Society shall be known by the name of “The 
Connecticut Baptist Education Society.” 

Art. 2. The object of this Society shall be to assist young men, 
who are called of God to preach the Gospel, in acquiring such mental 
discipline and culture as shall render them more useful in the kingdom 
of Christ. 

Art. 3. This Society shall consist of such persons as pay into the 
treasury one dollar or more annually ; also of delegates from churches 
and auxiliary societies, which shall be entitled to representation at the 
annual meeting as follows, viz.; Every church and auxiliary society 
contributing to the funds of the Society five dollars annually, shall be 
entitled to one delegate, and those contributing ten or more dollars, two 
delegates. The payment of fifteen dollars in advance shall constiturr 
membership for life. 

Art. 4. . The officers of this Society shall consist of a President, twc 
Vice-Presidents, a Secretary, a Treasurer, an Auditor, and five Trustees, 
to be chosen annually in any manner the Society may determine. 

Art. 5. The Society shall also elect by ballot, at its annual meet- 
ing, Trustees of the Connectieut Literary Institution, as provided by 
the amended charter, and actively foster and advance our educational 
interests in this state. 

Art. 6. The officers of this Society shall constitute an Executive 
Committee to manage the concerns of the Society during its recess, to 
control its funds and property, to examine and admit eandidates to the 
benefits of the Society, and at every annual meeting of the Society ,' they 
shall make a faithful report of their doings the preceding year. 

Art. 7. The Secretary shall keep a record of the beneficiaries, and 
record the acts of the Society and of the Executive Committee, draw all 
orders on the Treasurer authorized by said committee, conduct the cor- 
respondence, give notice of meetings, and prepare the annual report of 
the Executive Committee to the Society. The Treasurer shall have 
charge of the current funds of the Society, and pay them out only to the 
order of the Secretary ; he shall also safely hold all bonds, notes, deeds, 
and other evidences of property belonging to the Society, giving ample 
seeurity for these trusts. His accounts shall always be open to the in- 
spection of the Executive Committee and Auditor, and he shall make a 
detailed report of the same quarterly to said committee, and annually tc 
the Society. The Auditor shall examine annually, or oftener, the ac- 
counts and securities of the Treasurer, and certify the same. 
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ApvT. 8. The Executive Committee shall, annually, at its first quar- 
terly meeting, appoint a Finance Committee of three of its own mem- 
bers, who shall negotiate and invest all legacies, bequests, and other 
permanent funds of the Society, unless otherwise provided by their 
donors, according to the laws of Connecticut concerning trust funds. 

Art. 9. The annual meeting of the Society for the election of offi- 
cers and transaction of other business shall be holden during the week 
and at the same place of each meeting of the Convention. Special meet- 
ings of the Society may be called by the President, at the request of five 
members of the Executive Committee. The business of the Society may 
be transacted at all regular meetings by a majority of the members 
present. 

Art. to. Every person admitted to the benefits c f this Society must 
be a member of some regular Baptist church. He must produce a letter 
from said church, certifying his good standing, and its commendation of 
him as one called of God to the ministry. He must satisfy the Execu- 
tive Committee that he possesses gifts promising usefulness in the work ; 
and he shall, furthermore, be recommended to the patronage of the 
Society by at least three regularly ordained ministers of the Baptist 
denomination. 

Art. II. No person shall be aided by this Society unless he shall 
certify his intention to take a full course of study preparatory, collegiate, 
and theological, unless, in the opinion of the Executive Committee, his 
age and circumstances do not admit of such a course; and the institutions 
in which beneficiaries pursue their studies shall be subject to the ap- 
proval of the Executive Committee ; and, voluntarily failing to enter the 
ministry, or for sufficient cause being dropped from the list of beneficia- 
ries, he shall refund the money, with interest, he has received from the 
Society. 

Art. 12. The personal services of those who are appointed to man- 
age the concerns of the Society shall be in all respects gratuitous. 

Art. 13. No alteration shall be made in the foregoing Constitution 
except at an annual meeting of the Society, by a two-thirds vote of the 
members present, written notice of the proposed change having been 
given and recorded one year previous to its adoption. 


N. B. — The amendment alluded to in Art. 5 is the amendment to 
the Charter of the Connecticut Literary Institution, approved July 9, 
1862, which reads: “That the Board of Trustees shall consist of not less 
than twenty-one (21), nor more than thirty-three (33), members, to be 
chosen for three (3) years, one-third of the number annually, by the 
Connecticut Baptist Education Society.”

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EIGHTY-NINTH ANNUAL MEETING 

OF THE 

Connecticut Baptist Education Society. 


Hartford, Conn., October 21, 1908. 

The Eighty-ninth Annual Meeting of the Education So- 
ciety was held in the South Baptist Church beginning at 
2.4^ p. m. 

Rev. Geo. F. Whittemore, Ph. D., Secretary, called the 
meeting to order. 

■ ' After singing of the hymn “Blest be the Tie That Binds, ’ ’ 
prayer was offered by Rev. Frederick Lent, Ph.D., New 
Haven. 

Rev. Hr. Geo. M. Stone, President, announced the follow- 
ing committees: 

On Enrollment, — Revs. E. W. Potter and 0. W. Foye. 

Oji Nomination, — Revs. G. W. Nicholson, A. E. Harris, 
Frederick Lent, Ph.D. 

The annual address of the President was delivered by Dr. 
Stone. The address this year had a peculiar quality of pa- 
thos and tenderness from the fact of Dr. Stone’s declining 
a renomination to the Presidency, after his many years of 
faithful and loving service. Dr. Stone’s address was per- 
meated with personal reminiscence, and his appreciation of 
the hearty fellowship of the entire Society during his term 
of office. I-Ie emphasized the fact that the call to preach is 
still heard by young men whom God would choose out to 
be his heralds of the cross. The closing words of Dr. Stone’s 
address were like a benediction from this honored father in 
Israel. 
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The report of the Executive Committee was then read by 
the secretary and accepted. 

The report of the treasurer, Mr. E. B. Boynton, was read 
by the secretary, and accepted with vote of thanks to the re- 
tiring treasurer for his fidelity of service. 

Committee on nomination of Trustees was appointed con- 
sisting of Eevs. G. F. Genung, D.D., P. C. Wright and R. A. 
A,shworth. 

Offering was received for the work of the Society, and at 
the same time names and contributions from those becoming 
members for the ensuing year. 

Professor Ralph K. Bearce, Principal of the Connecticut 
Literary Institute at Suffield made a very interesting ad- 
dress including a statement of improvements made at the 
Academy during the year. He said in part : 

“The ‘Old Middle’ building has been thoroughly renovated and 
modernized at the cost of $25,000 and new class rooms, laboratories 
and chapel equipped. Now there is under way the project of renovat- 
ing North Dormitory, which, when completed, will furnish accommo- 
* dations for 54 boys. ' 

Graduates of the Institute are now studying in fifteen colleges 
of the east. 

» ' ■ The needs and problems of the academy are not fewer than 

formerly, but are being met with greater courage and confidence. 

We need your interest in the work to keep us thoroughly awake. 

If the supreme work of the church is the salvation of souls, yet the J 

church needs other help, help given by education and training. 

The atmosphere of the academy^ not only is that of the class- 
room, and the help of the teacher, but the student is perhaps most of 
all aided by the personal companionship of his instructors; and op- 
portunities before the Christian academy were never greater than 
today. ’ ’ 

The Convention address was delivered by Professor Wil- 
liam Lyon Phelps of Yale, son of that worthy minister and 
wife to whom the President of this Society made such feel- 
ing and appreciative reference in his historical sermon of 
yesterday. 

Professor Phelps took for the Subject of his address 
^‘Ministerial Education.” 
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Tie said in substance : 

“it is with some trepidation that I approach the task of this 
hour. Yet, feeling that the work of the ministry is the work of 
God, any word that may help in a more correct understanding of that 
work is eminently worth while. 

Among the qualifications of the Christian ministry absolutely 
essential I should say that first, as fundamental, there must be definite, 
positive conviction and belief in Christ. 

That this may rightfully be held to include definite belief in 
prayer, in the Bible, and in the future life. There can be no cer- 
tainty of victory, if there be uncertainty in the convictions of the 
preacher. If the Trumpet give forth an uncertain sound it is likely 
to be a call to failure rather than success. 

Again I should say that the call of the times so far as a Chris- 
tian minister is concerned is not for lectures on politics, temperance 
or literature from the pulpit, but that the preacher be a specialist in 
religion alone. 

No subject is ^o interesting today to the masses of people as re- 
ligion, and no subject is really so inadequately presented. The great 
defects of the Christian ministry I should say are that there is too 
much of the professional about it; perhaps too much of the theo- 
logical. In other words the work of the pulpit is to bring religion 
out of the realm of the past into vital and potent contact with the 
life of today. Too much time can not be spent in the study and com- 
prehension of the English Bible. The minister may not forget, no he 
must not forget that he is an oracle of God to multitudes who have 
no other way of hearing or heeding the divine law.”

Lamb, Hartford, and Rev. Frederick Lent, Ph.D., New 
Haven. 

Report accepted and adopted. 

Committee on enrollment, E. M. Potter, Chairman, re- 
ported 26 names received for membership. 

Rev. Dr. G. W. Nicholson, Bridgeport, presented the fol- 
lowing resolution: 

Eesolved, That this Society in convention assembled tender a ris- 
ing vote of thanks to our retiring President, Eev. Dr. Geo. M. Stone, 
for his long, faithful, loving service always cheerfully given, in fur- 
thering the interests of this Society and its work. 

Resolution was unanimously adopted. 

After a few closing words by President Stone the Con- 
vention adjourned with prayer by Rev. Dr. T. Edwin Brown 
of New Britain, and the singing of the Doxology.

ANNUAL EEPOET OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE OF THE 
CONNECTICUT BAPTIST EDUCATION SOCIETY. 

The Committee respectfully reports as follows: 

In bringing our greeting to this, the Eighty-ninth annual meet- 
ing of our Society, we desire first of all to make acknowledgment of 
our gratitude to the Great Head of the Church for many evidences 
of favor during the year. So far as we know none of our members 
have died during the past year; the only change reported to the Sec- 
retary being in a single instance of a change of name due to marriage. 
We are grateful also for the increased number of applicants for the 
aid of the Society, betokening as it does the pleasing evidence of 
greater thoughtfulness on the part of our young men relative to the 
claims of the Gospel ministry. We began the year, with thirteen 
beneficiaries. During the year seven applicants for aid have pre- 
sented their claims; and three of our beneficiaries have graduated 
from the schools, viz.: two from Newton Theological Institution and 
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one from Yale Divinity Scliool. Those at present on the list of bene- 
ficiaries are divided among the various institutions of learning as 
follows: 

6 in Yale, 

3 in Brown University, 

1 in Colgate University, 

1 in Union University, Eichmond, Va., 

4 in Connecticut Literary Institute. 

Aside from the three who have been graduated as above recorded, 
no others have been dropped from the rolls of the Society’s bene- 
ficiaries, leaving us at the present time with 15 students being 
helped by the Society. We feel to congratulate the churches upon 
this increased opportunity to assist worthy young men to prepare for 
this great life work. And yet we can but feel at the same time that 
a still larger number of young men among the Baptist hosts of our 
state ought to be realizing the call of the Spirit to serve their gener- 
ation in this way. The students now being helped by the Society 
have maintained during the year commendable rank in scholarship, 
and have been found worthy in character in every way as reported 
to us by officers of the respective schools. Among the young men 
whose names appear for the first time on our list of beneficiaries, the 
committee has been particularly pleased to note rare qualifications of 
mind and spirit. 

Early in the year your secretary had prepared to be sent to each 
church in the state, a circular letter of greeting accompanied by a 
blank to be detached and returned when filled out, indicating if there 
were any possible way in which your officers could aid the. several 
churches in their interest in the work of the Society. The strain of 
overwork upon our honored President, incident to the close of his ac- 
tive pastorate, coupled with the severe illness of the secretary during 
the winter however, made it impossible for those officers to visit the var- 
ious churches as they had hoped to be able to do. The sending out 
of these letters accordingly has been in most instances delayed. It 
is hoped that during the ensuing year such visits may be made to the 
great mutual benefit of both the Society and the individual church. 
The freedom from pastoral care now enjoyed by our President will 
make it possible for him to respond to such calls as he has not been 
able to do heretofore. We feel that not only ought each and every 
church to have a share, even though a small one, in the contributing 
of money toward the aid of these young men in their preparation 
for their life work, but also that many a church throughout the com- 
monwealth ought to be contributing at the same time one or more 
men to give themselves to this greatest of all callings. If it be in our 
power to aid the local Pastor to press home claims of the ministry, we 
should be most happy to lend that aid. 
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Again, as a year ago, we have words of praise only for the man- 
agement of the Institute at Sutfield. The work of Professor Bearce 
has commended both itself and him, and the school is rightfully com- 
ing back again into its own, claiming a larger place in the thoughts 
of Baptists throughout the state.
